WARRANT 

COMMONWEALTH  OF  MASSACHUSETTS

To  either  of  the  Constables  of  the  Town  of  Lincoln  in  said  County: 

GREETING: 

In  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  you 
are  hereby  required  to  notify  the  legal  voters  of  said  Town  of 
Lincoln,  qualified  to  vote  in  Town  Meeting  for  the  transaction 
of  Town  affairs,  to  meet  in  the  Town  Hall  in  said  Lincoln,  on 
Monday,  the  sixth  day  of  March  next  at  7.30  o'clock  P.M., 
then  and  there  to  act  on  the  following  articles,  except  Article 
1,  and  also  to  meet  in  said  Town  Hall  on  Saturday,  the 
eleventh  day  of  March  next,  at  12  o'clock  Noon,  then  and 
there  to  act  on  the  following  Article  1,  by  posting  a  copy  of 
this  Warrant,  by  you  attested  in  each  of  the  Post  Offices,  and 
in  some  other  public  place  in  said  Town  seven  days  at  least 
before  the  sixth  day  of  March  next.  The  polls  for  voting  the 
Australian  ballot  on  Saturday  March  eleventh  will  be  open 
at  12  o'clock  Noon,  and  may  be  closed  at  7  o'clock  P.M. 

Article  1.  To  bring  in  their  votes  for  the  following  Town 
Officers  and  any  other  officers  required  by  law  to  be  elected 
by  Australian  Ballot,  viz: 

One  Moderator  for  one  year. 
One  Town  Clerk  for  one  year. 

One  member  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  for  three  years. 

One  member  of  the  Board  of  Assessors  for  three  years. 

One  Treasurer  for  one  year. 

One  Collector  of  Taxes  for  one  year. 

One  Auditor  for  one  year. 

One  member  of  the  School  Committee  for  three  years. 
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One  member  of  the  Board  of  Water  Commissioners  for  three 
years. 

One  member  of  the  Board  of  Health  for  three  years. 
One  Tree  Warden  for  one  year. 

One  member  of  the  Trust  Fund  Commissioners  for  three 
years. 

One  member  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Bemis  Fund  for  Free 
Public  Lectures  for  three  years. 

One  member  of  the  Board  of  Cemetery  Commissioners  for 
three  years. 

One  member  of  the  Planning  Board  for  five  years. 

Article  2.  To  bring  in  their  votes  for  any  committees, 
commissioners,  trustees  and  other  officers,  required  by  law  to 
be  elected  by  ballot  or  otherwise. 

Article  3.  To  hear  and  act  upon  the  reports  of  Town 
Officers,  Committees,  Commissioners  and  Trustees. 

Article  4.  To  fix  the  salaries  and  compensation  of  the 
several  elective  officers  of  the  Town,  and  to  determine  whether 
any  Department,  Board  or  Committee  shall  be  authorized  to 
fix  the  additional  compensation  of  such  members. 

Article  5.  To  appropriate  money  for  the  necessary  and 
expedient  purposes  of  the  Town,  and  enact  anything  in  rela- 
tion to  the  same. 

Article  6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Town  Treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen  to  borrow 
money  from  time  to  time  in  anticipation  of  the  revenue  of  the 
financial  year  beginning  January  1,  1944,  and  to  issue  a  note 
or  notes  therefor,  payable  within  one  year,  and  to  renew  any 
note  or  notes  as  may  be  given  for  a  period  of  less  than  one 
year  in  accordance  with  Section  17,  Chapter  44,  General  Laws. 

Article  7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $6,000.00  for  the  purchase  of  war  bonds  or 
other  bonds  that  are  legal  investments  for  savings  banks,  in 
order  to  establish  a  post-war  rehabilitation  fund,  in  accord- 
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ance  with  the  provisions  of  Chapter  5,  Acts  of  1943,  or  take 
any  action  relative  thereto. 

Article  8  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$1,345.29  to  pay  to  the  County  of  Middlesex,  as  required  by 
law,  the  Town's  share  of  the  net  cost  of  care,  maintenance  and 
repair  of  the  Middlesex  County  Tuberculosis  Hospital  in- 
curred in  the  year  1943,  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

Article  9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$500.00  to  repair  a  large  window  frame  and  adjacent  brick 
work  on  Mr.  DeCordova's  home,  or  take  any  action  on  the 
matter. 

Article  10.  To  see  in  what  manner  the  Town  will  vote  to 
observe  Memorial  Day,  or  take  any  action  relative  thereto. 

Article  11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  $350.00 
to  prepare  plans  to  meet  the  growing  needs  of  the  Lincoln 
Schools,  appoint  a  committee,  or  take  any  action  relative 
thereto. 

Article  12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  accept  the  following 
provisions  of  Chapter  133  Acts  of  1938,  or  take  any  action 
thereto : — 

Section  1.  Chapter  forty  of  the  General  Laws  is  hereby 
amended  by  inserting  after  section  twenty-seven,  as  appear- 
ing in  section  one  of  chapter  two  hundred  and  sixty-nine  of 
the  acts  of  nineteen  hundred  and  thirty- three,  the  following 
new  section:  Section  27  A.  After  acceptance  of  this  section  as 
provided  in  section  four  of  chapter  four,  no  proposed  ordinance 
or  by-law  making  a  change  in  any  such  existing  ordinance  or 
by-law,  which  has  been*  unfavorably  acted  upon  by  a  city 
council  or  town  meeting,  shall  be  considered  on  its  merits  by 
the  city  council  or  town  meeting  within  two  years  after  the 
date  of  such  unfavorable  action,  unless  the  adoption  of  such 
proposed  ordinance  or  by-law  is  recommended  in  the  final 
report  of  the  planning  board  or  selectmen  required  by  section 
twenty-seven. 

Section  2.  Said  chapter  forty  is  hereby  further  amended 
by  striking  out  section  thirty  A,  as  appearing  in  said  section 
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one  of  said  chapter  two  hundred  and  sixty-nine,  and  inserting 
in  place  thereof  the  two  following  new  sections; — Section 
30  A.  After  acceptance  of  this  section  as  provided  in  section 
four  of  chapter  four,  no  appeal  or  petition  under  paragraph  3 
of  section  thirty  for  a  variance  from  the  terms  of  such  an 
ordinance  or  by  law  with  respect  to  a  particular  parcel  of 
land,  and  no  application  under  section  thirty  for  a  special  ex- 
ception to  the  terms  of  any  such  ordinance  or  by-law,  which 
has  been  unfavorably  acted  upon  by  the  board  of  appeals 
shall  be  considered  on  its  merits  by  said  board  within  two 
years  after  the  date  of  such  unfavorable  action  except  with 
the  consent  of  all  the  members  of  the  planning  board,  or  of 
the  board  of  selectmen  in  a  town  having  no  planning  board. 

Section  30  B.  The  superior  court  shall  have  jurisdiction  in 
equity  to  enforce  the  provisions  of  sections  twenty-five  to 
thirty  A,  inclusive,  and  any  ordinances  or  by-laws  made 
thereunder,  and  may  restrain  by  injunction  violations  thereof. 

Article  13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  make  the  following 
revisions  and  additions  to  the  Zoning  By-Laws,  or  take  ab- 
action relative  thereto: 

Section  5.  (f)  Add  after  the  word  "owner"  the  words  "if 
a  resident  of  Lincoln." 

Section  12.  Add  after  the  word  "dwelling"  the  words  "a 
minimum  frontage  of  120  feet  on  the  line  of  way,  and" 

Section  14.    Substitute  for  (a)  (b)  (c)  the  following: 

(a)  Front  Yards.  In  all  districts  every  structure  shall  be 
so  located  that  there  shall  be  a  minimum  depth  of  40  feet 
from  the  structure  to  every  line  of  way.  However,  in  the 
business  district  near  the  center  school  the  existing  front  line 
of  the  building  thereon  shall  establish  the  yard  set  back  for 
that  one  line  of  way  throughout  the  district. 

(b)  Rear  Yards.  Every  dwelling  shall  be  so  located  that 
there  shall  be  a  minimum  distance  of  30  feet  from  the  dwelling 
to  the  rear  lot  line,  in  the  case  of  a  corner  lot,  the  owner  shall 
designate  which  yard  shall  be  called  the  rear  yard. 

(c)  Side  Yards.  Every  dwelling  shall  be  so  located  that 
there  shall  be  a  minimum  distance  of  20  feet  from  the  dwelling 
to  each  side  lot  line. 
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Change  present  (e)  to  (h)  and  add  (e)  (f )  and  (g)  as  follows  : 

(e)  Accessory  Buildings.  Accessory  buildings  shall  be  so 
located  that  they  shall  be  a  minimum  distance  of  20  feet  from 
the  dwelling  and  also  a  minimum  distance  of  10  feet  from  any 
lot  line. 

(f)  No  building  or  structure  shall  be  erected,  moved,  al- 
tered, reconstructed,  or  enlarged  in  violation  of  the  require- 
ments of  Section  14. 

(g)  Projecting  eaves  and  uncovered  steps  shall  not  be  con- 
sidered as  coming  within  the  meaning  of  this  section.  All  dis- 
tances shall  be  measured  at  right  angles  from  the  line  referred 
to,  to  the  nearest  portion  of  that  structure  in  question. 

(h)  To  be  the  same  as  the  present  item  (e)  with  the  omission 
of  the  "and"  before  (d)  and  addition  of  (e)  and  (f)  after  (d). 

Section  15.  (b)  Add  the  sentence  "No  non-conforming  use 
of  a  premises  shall  be  extended." 

Article  14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  Section 
3  (b)  of  the  Zoning  By-laws  by  adding  thereto  the  following: 

The  Selectmen  shall  appoint  two  Associate  Members  who 
shall  be  citizens  of  Lincoln  to  serve  on  said  Board  of  Appeals 
as  designated  by  the  Selectmen  in  case  of  a  vacancy,  inability 
to  act,  or  interest  on  the  part  of  a  member  of  said  Board. 
One  Associate  Member  shall  be  appointed  for  a  term  of  two 
years,  one  for  a  period  of  four  years,  and  thereafter  each 
Associate  Member  shall  be  appointed  for  a  period  of  four 
years.

Section  5.  (f)  add  after  the  word  ''owner"  the  words  "If 
a  resident  of  Lincoln." 

To  add  to  Section  12  of  the  Zoning  By-laws  a  new  para- 
graph. Said  paragraph  to  be  inserted  before  the  existing  last 
paragraph  and  to  read  as  follows: 

Every  such  lot  shall  have  at  least  a  40-foot  frontage  along  a 
line  of  way,  and  for  any  dwelling  erected  thereon,  the  shortest 
distance  taken  through  such  dwelling,  from  side  lot  line  to 
side  lot  line,  shall  be  at  least  120  feet.

Every  dwelling  shall  be  so  located  that 
there  shall  be  a  minimum  distance  of  30  feet  from  the  dwelling 
to  the  rear  lot  line.  In  the  case  of  a  corner  lot  the  owner  shall 
designate  which  yard  shall  be  called  the  rear  yard. 

(c)  Side  Yards.  Every  dwelling  shall  be  so  located  that 
there  shall  be  a  minimum  distance  of  20  feet  from  the  dwelling 
to  each  side  lot  line. 

Change  present  (e)  to  (h)  and  add  (e)  (f )  and  (g)  as  follows : 

(e)  Accessory  Buildings.  Accessory  Buildings  shall  be  so 
located  that  they  shall  be  a  minimum  distance  of  20  feet  from 
the  dwelling,  also  a  minimum  distance  of  10  feet  from  any 
lot  line. 

(f)  No  building  or  structure  shall  be  erected,  moved,  altered, 
reconstructed,  or  enlarged  in  violation  of  the  requirements  of 
Section  14. 

(g)  Projecting  eaves  and  uncovered  steps  shall  not  be  con- 
sidered as  coming  within  the  meaning  of  this  section.  All  dis- 
tances shall  be  measured  at  right  angles  from  the  line  referred 
to  to  the  nearest  portion  of  that  structure  in  question. 
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(h)  To  be  the  same  as  the  present  item  (e)  with  the  omission 
of  the  word  "and"  before  (d)  and  addition  of  (e)  and  (f)  after 
(d). 

Section  15.  (b)  add  the  sentence  "no  non -conforming  use 
of  a  premises  shall  be  extended." 

Article  14.  Voted:  To  amend  Section  3  (B)  of  the  Zoning 
By-laws  by  adding  thereto  the  following :  The  Selectmen  shall 
appoint  two  Associate  Members  who  shall  be  citizens  of  Lin- 
coln to  serve  on  said  Board  of  Appeals  as  designated  by  the 
Selectmen  in  case  of  a  vacancy,  inability,  to  act,  or  interest  on 
the  part  of  a  member  of  said  Board.  One  Associate  Member 
shall  be  appointed  for  a  term  of  two  years,  one  for  a  period  of 
four  years,  and  thereafter  each  Associate  Member  shall  be 
appointed  for  a  period  of  four  years.

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introduced.  It  may  be  filed  with  the  Secretary  of  the  Com- 
monwealth if  the  Attorney  General  shall  certify  that  the 
measure  and  its  title  are  in  proper  form  and  that  it  is  not, 
affirmatively  or  negatively  substantially  the  same  as  any 
measure  which  has  been  qualified  for  submission  or  submitted 
to  the  people  at  either  of  the  two  preceding  biennial  state 
elections,  and  that  it  contains  only  subjects  not  excluded  from 
the  popular  initiative  and  which  are  related  or  which  are 
mutually  dependent. 

The  Secretary  shall  provide  blanks  for  the  use  of  subse- 
quent signers.  He  shall  print  at  the  top  of  each  blank  a  fair, 
concise  summary  of  the  proposed  measure,  as  determined  by 
the  Attorney  General  as  it  will  appear  upon  the  ballot,  to- 
gether with  the  names  and  residences  of  the  first  ten  signers. 
All  such  petitions,  with  the  first  ten  signatures  attached,  shall 
be  filed  with  the  Secretary  not  earlier  than  the  first  Wednes- 
day of  the  September  before  the  assembling  of  the  Legislature 
into  which  they  are  to  be  introduced,  and  the  remainder  of 
the  required  signatures  shall  be  filed  not  later  than  the  first 
Wednesday  of  the  following  December. 

Section  3  of  that  part  of  said  Article  XLVIII  under  the 
heading  "The  Referendum  III.  Referendum  Petitions."  is 
also  amended  by  striking  out  the  second  sentence  of  such 
section  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  provisions  that  the 
Secretary  shall  provide  blanks  for  the  use  of  signers  of  a 
referendum  petition  on  a  law  requesting  that  the  operation  of 
such  law  be  suspended  subsequent  to  the  first  ten  signers  and 
shall  print  at  the  top  of  each  blank  a  fair,  concise  summary 
of  the  proposed  law  as  determined  by  the  Attorney  General 
as  it  will  appear  upon  the  ballot,  together  with  the  names  and 
residences  of  the  first  ten  signers. 

Section  4  of  that  part  of  said  Article  XLVIII  under  the 
heading  'The  Referendum.  III.  Referendum  Petitions.",  is 
also  amended  by  striking  out  the  third  sentence  of  such  section 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  Provisions  that  the  Secretary 
shall  provide  blanks  for  the  use  of  signers  subsequent  to  the 
first  ten  signers  of  a  referendum  petition  asking  for  the  repeal 
of  an  emergency  law  or  of  a  law  which  takes  effect  because 
the  referendum  petition  does  not  contain  a  request  for  sus- 
pension, and  shall  print  at  the  top  of  each  blank  a  fair,  con- 
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cise  summary  of  the  proposed  law  as  such  summary  will 
appear  on  the  ballot  together  with  the  names  and  residences 
of  the  first  ten  signers. 

Article  XLVIII  is  further  amended  by  striking  out  sub- 
heading "III.  Form  of  Ballot"  and  subheading  "IV.  Informa- 
tion for  Voters"  under  the  heading  "General  Provisions"  and 
inserting  in  place  thereof  new  subheadings  III  and  IV,  which 
provide,  respectively: 

III.    FORM  OF  BALLOT 

A  fair,  concise  summary  of  each  proposed  amendment  to 
the  Constitution  and  each  law  submitted  to  the  people,  as 
determined  by  the  Attorney  General  shall  be  printed  on  the 
ballot.  The  Secretary  shall  give  each  question  a  number  and 
cause  such  question,  except  as  otherwise  authorized  in  said 
article  of  amendment,  to  be  printed  on  the  ballot  in  the 
following  form :

This  article  of  amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  Massa- 
chusetts annuls  Article  VIII  of  Section  1  of  Chapter  II  of  Part 
the  Second  of  the  Constitution,  which  vested  the  Governor, 
by  and  with  the  advice  of  the  Council,  with  the  full  and  un- 
restricted power  of  pardoning  offences  of  which  a  person  is 
convicted,  except  such  as  persons  may  be  convicted  of  before 
the  Senate  by  an  impeachment  of  the  House,  and  adopts  a 
new  Article  VIII  in  place  thereof. 

This  new  Article  VIII  vests  the  pardoning  power  in  the 
Governor,  by  and  with  the  advice  of  the  Council,  but  provides 
further  that  if  the  offence  to  be  pardoned  is  a  felony  the 
Legislature  shall  have  power  to  prescribe  the  terms  and 
conditions  upon  which  a  pardon  may  be  granted. 

The  new  Article  VIII  contains  the  same  provision  as  the 
old  with  relation  to  the  ineffectiveness  of  pardons  granted  be- 
fore a  conviction,  —  which  proposed  amendment  was  approved 
by  the  General  Court  and  in  a  joint  session  of  the  two  branches 
held  July  8,  1941,  received  199  votes  in  the  affirmative  and  1 
in  the  negative,  and  in  a  joint  session  of  the  two  branches  held 
May  12,  1943,  received  198  votes  in  the  affirmative  and  0  in 
the  negative,

Bedford  and  Virginia  Roads 

The  Federal  Government  closed  these  roads  and  because 
inhabitants  of  Lincoln,  Concord,  and  Bedford  were  greatly 
inconvenienced  by  this  act,  the  three  towns  are  bringing  action 
against  the  Government  for  damages  suffered  therefrom. 
The  Selectmen  retained  Samuel  Hoar,  Esq.,  to  further  the 
Town's  interest  in  loss  of  these  roads. 

Gifts  of  Julian  DeCordova  Esq. 

Mr.  DeCordova  generously  made  what  has  become  his 
annual  gifts  to  the  Town,  one  of  $10,000.00,  interest  and  prin- 
cipal to  be  used  at  a  later  date  by  the  Selectmen  for  repairs, 
improvements,  maintenance,  and  operation  of  the  DeCordova 
Museum  and  Park,  and  one  of  $2,000.00  for  the  Town  Treas- 
ury. 

Zoning  and  Building  By-Laws 

The  Building  Commissioner,  the  Chief  of  Police,  the  Water 
Board,  the  Board  of  Health,  and  the  Selectmen  all  co-operated 
to  the  fullest  extent  in  assembling  evidence  for  presentation 
in  a  petition  to  the  court  to  uphold  the  Zoning  and  Building 
By-Laws,  the  regulations  of  the  Water  Commissioners  and  of 
the  Board  of  Health. 

The  Town  officers  believe  the  importance  of  the  Findings, 
Rulings  and  Orders  of  the  Court  are  so  great  with  respect  to 
validity  and  strength  of  the  Town's  By-Laws  and  regulations, 
that  they  should  be  included  in  this  report  exactly  as  they 
were  handed  down  by  the  Court.

FINDING,  RULINGS  AND  ORDERS 

The  above  entitled  petition  for  attachment  for  contempt 
(hereinafter  called  the  petition)  was  filed  September  30,  1944, 
in  the  Equity  suit  No.  12717  against  the  defendants  therein 
and  against  Henry  J.  Halloran,  who  is  the  defendant  in  the 
second  above  entitled  Equity  suit  No.  13275.  The  latter  suit 
was  begun  by  a  bill  of  complaint  filed  September  5,  1944. 
No.  12717  will  be  referred  to  as  the  Murphy  case,  and  No. 
13275  as  the  Halloran  case.  The  petition  and  the  Halloran 
case  were  heard  together  beginning  October  11,  1944. 

A  final  decree  after  rescript  entered  in  the  Murphy  case 
(See  314  Mass.  16)  June  14,  1943,  enjoined  the  defendants 
therein,  Murphy  and  Lexington  Stock  Farms  Inc.,  and  each 
of  them  "against  carrying  on,  in  Lincoln,  on  the  premises 
described  in  the  bill  of  complaint  the  trade  or  business  of 
raising  hogs  ..." 

At  the  hearing  before  me  in  these  cases  all  the  respondents 
in  the  contempt  proceeding  rested  at  the  conclusion  of  the 
petitioner's  evidence  and  only  the  evidence  as  it  then  stood 
has  been  resorted  to  in  determining  facts  in  the  matter  of  the 
petition.  That  evidence,  and  other  evidence  also,  was  offered 
in  support  of  the  bill  in  the  Halloran  case. 

The  premises  involved  in  the  Halloran  case  are  the  same 
premises  that  were  involved  in  the  Murphy  case.  At  the 
outset  of  the  hearing  I  took  an  extended  view  of  the  premises 
and  surrounding  territory.  Facts  established  by  the  view  and 
by  the  evidence  relevant  to  the  petition,  and  material  to  de- 
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cision  in  the  Halloran  case,  in  addition  to  those  above  stated 
which  appear  of  record  in  the  cases,  are  these:  — 

In  February,  1942,  the  corporate  respondent,  which  was 
owned  and  controlled  by  Murphy,  leased  to  him  a  tract  of 
land  of  about  thirty-five  acres,  nearly  thirty  of  which  are  in 
Lincoln.  Murphy  also  in  the  early  spring  of  1942  leased  from 
one  Connors  a  tract  of  land  in  Lincoln  containing  about  twenty 
acres  and  adjoining  the  thirty-five  acre  tract  on  the  north- 
west. On  June  5,  1942,  Murphy  began  the  business  of  raising 
hogs  on  the  larger  tract  and  continued  that  business  until 
January  5,  1944.  Both  tracts  (except  the  small  portion  of  the 
larger  tract  which  is  in  Lexington)  are  within  a  "single  resi- 
dence district"  in  Lincoln,  as  such  district  is  defined  in  a  zon- 
ing by-law  and  as  shown  on  the  zoning  map  which  is  part  of 
the  by-law  which  was  adopted  by  the  Town  and  approved  by 
the  attorney-general  and  became  effective  on  July  8,  1929. 
The  by-law  refers  to  General  Laws,  chapters  40  and  143  as 
"the  enabling  laws  under  which  zoning  is  done."  The  by-law 
provides  in  substance  that  new  buildings  or  structures  and 
alterations  of  existing  buildings  or  structures  may  be  con- 
structed, and  land,  building  or  structure,  or  parts  thereof  may 
be  used  in  a  single  residence  district  as  specified  in  Section  5. 
That  section  provides  that  land,  buildings  or  structures,  in 
such  district  may  be  used  for  "(f)  Farms,  green  houses,  nur- 
series, and  truck  gardens,  and  the  sale  of  produce  raised  in 
the  Town  or  on  land  of  the  owner"  and  for  "(I)  A  private 
stable  and  all  farm  buildings  which  are  used  in  connection 
with  and  as  part  of  the  operation  of  a  farm,"  and  for  (m) 
4 'such  accessory  uses  as  are  customarily  incidental  to  any  of 
the  above  uses."  The  by-law  also  defines  "a  non-conforming 
use  or  building"  (Sec.  2j)  as  "An  existing  use  of  land  or  a 
structure  or  building  which  does  not  conform  to  the  regula- 
tions for  the  district  in  which  such  use  of  land,  structure  or 
building  exists."  The  by-law  further  provides  (Sec.  15)  that 
"(a)  Any  building,  part  of  building  or  use  of  premises  which, 
at  the  time  of  adoption  of  this  by-law,  does  not  conform  to 
this  by-law  or  is  being  put  to  a  non-conforming  use  may  con- 
tinue to  be  used  for  the  same  purpose;"  and  "(d)  In  residence 
districts,  when  a  non-conforming  use  has  been  discontinued 
for  a  period  of  one  year,  it  shall  not  be  re-established  and 
future  use  shall  be  in  conformity  with  this  by-law." 
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On  August  31,  1927,  the  Board  of  Health  of  Lincoln  pursu- 
ant to  and  in  conformity  with  statutory  authority  (G.L.  and 
Ter.Ed.,  ch.  Ill  §§  31,  143-158)  adopted  a  comprehensive  set 
of  health  regulations,  including  regulations  of  piggeries. 
Those  regulations  have  been  in  continuous  effect  since  their 
adoption.  They  define  a  piggery  as  "any  farm  or  location  on 
which  more  than  twenty-five  hogs  are  kept."  They  provide 
(Reg.  39)  that  "any  person  keeping  more  than  twenty-five 
hogs  shall  require  (sic)  a  permit  from  the  Board  of  Health 
.  .  ."  and  they  prohibit  (Reg.  40)  the  establishment  of  any 
new  piggery  or  extension  of  any  existing  piggery  after  August 
31,  1927,  without  a  permit  from  the  Board  of  Health. 

No  question  appears  to  have  been  raised  in  the  Murphy 
case  as  to  the  validity  or  applicability  of  the  zoning  by-law, 
and  the  respondents  to  the  petition  do  not  and  cannot  raise 
it  now.  (See  Bacon  v.  Onset  Bay  Grove  Association,  286 
Mass.  487  at  491 ;  New  England  Novelty  Co.  Inc.  v.  Sandberg, 
et  als.,  315  Mass.  739  at  753.)  But  the  defendant  Halloran 
contends  that  the  zoning  by-law  is  invalid,  or  is  inapplicable, 
in  his  case,  even  if  it  should  be  found  that  he  is  conducting  a 
piggery,  or  the  business  or  trade  of  raising  hogs.  His  conten- 
tion is  that  G.L.  ch.  40,  §  25  as  amended  by  St.  1925,  ch.  116 
(the  statute  in  effect  when  the  by-law  was  adopted  —  see  also 
St.  1933,  ch.  269)  enabled  the  Town  by  by-law  to  restrict  only 
the  use  of  buildings  in  certain  zones,  and  that  it  conferred  no 
power  to  restrict  the  use  of  land.  Hogs  can  not  successfully 
be  raised  in  Lincoln,  either  as  a  trade  or  business,  or  as  inci- 
dental to  farming,  without  the  use  of  both  land  and  of  shelter 
afforded  by  buildings.  Upon  facts  already  stated  and  others 
to  be  stated,  I  rule  that  the  by-law  is  valid  and  applicable  to 
the  Halloran  case. 

In  March,  1925,  one  Connors  bought  the  thirty-five  acre 
tract  above  described,  and  established  thereon  and  thereafter 
conducted  the  trade  or  business  of  raising  hogs,  or  a  piggery 
as  defined  in  the  above  mentioned  health  regulation  of  Lin- 
coln. He  was  conducting  the  business  on  the  premises  when 
the  by-law  became  effective  July  8,  1929.  The  use  of  premises 
then  being  made  was  therefore  a  non-conforming  use  under 
the  by-law.  Vital  questions  of  fact  in  both  the  contempt  and 
equity  proceedings  are  (1)  when  these  proceedings  were  be- 
gun, was  Halloran  conducting  a  piggery,  or  engaged  in  the 
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trade  or  business  of  raising  hogs  on  the  premises  in  Lincoln, 
in  violation  of  the  by-law,  and  (2)  had  there  been  a  discon- 
tinuance for  a  year  or  more  of  the  non-conforming  use  before 
Halloran  began  the  activities  complained  of  in  the  bill  against 
him? 

On  December  3.  1943,  there  having  been  no  compliance 
with  the  final  decree  in  the  Murphy  case,  the  Town  filed  a 
petition  for  attachment  for  contempt  against  Murphy  and  the 
corporate  defendant  therein.  As  the  petition  was  about  to  be 
heard,  Murphy  agreed  to  remove  his  hogs,  which  then  num- 
bered about  twenty-four  hundred,  from  the  premises,  and 
did  so,  and  in  consequence  the  petitioner  filed  on  January  5. 
1944,  a  suggestion  that  the  injunction  was  not  being  violated, 
whereupon,  on  the  same  day,  that  petition  was  dismissed. 
For  the  next  six  months  there  were  no  hogs  on  the  premises. 

Early  in  May,  1944,  Halloran  began  negotiations  with 
Murphy  for  the  purchase  of  the  thirty-five  acre  tract  and  for 
the  purchase  of  hogs.  On  June  1,  1944,  the  Lexington  Stock 
Farms  Inc.,  by  a  deed  executed  on  its  behalf  by  Murphy,  con- 
veyed that  tract  to  Halloran.  The  buildings  were  those 
described  in  314  Mass.  16.  Halloran  paid  seven  thousand 
dollars  for  the  real  estate,  of  which  one  thousand  dollars  were 
paid  by  check  payable,  to  Murphy's  order,  and  six  thousand 
dollars  by  Halloran 's  promissory  note  payable  also  to  Mur- 
phy's order  one  year  from  its  date,  June  1,  1944.  The  note  is 
secured  by  a  mortgage  of  the  real  estate  to  Murphy,  of  the 
same  date.  The  mortgage  was  executed  and  acknowledged 
on  June  1,  1944,  but  both  deed  and  mortgage  were  recorded 
and  land  court  certificates  of  title  were  issued  on  July  12,  1944. 
Halloran  took  possession  of  the  premises  about  June  1,  1944. 
The  buildings,  all  in  Lincoln,  are  a  tool  house,  a  brick  garage 
for  eight  vehicles,  a  frame  sow  house  eighty  feet  wide  and  two 
hundred  fifty  feet  long  containing  one  hundred  and  sixty- 
separate  pens,  an  unfinished  sow  house  forty  feet  wide  by 
two  hundred  feet  long  and  feeding  platforms  with  wooden 
ramps  leading  to  twenty-one  yards  of  which  sixteen  were  in 
use  at  the  time  of  the  hearing.  The  platforms  are  over  twelve 
hundred  feet  long. 

On  July  28,  1944,  Halloran  bought  of  Murphy  nine  hundred 
and  eighty-two  hogs,  which  were  brought  at  once  to  the  prem- 
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ises.  During  July  he  bought  and  placed  on  the  premises  two 
hundred  forty-three  other  hogs.  He  increased  the  number 
thereafter  until  at  the  date  of  hearing  there  were  about 
twenty-five  hundred  hogs  on  the  premises.  They  consume 
from  fifteen  to  twenty  tons  of  garbage  daily.  The  garbage  is 
trucked  to  the  feeding  platforms  in  ten  trucks,  three  of  which 
Halloran  leased  from  Murphy  for  one  year  beginning  August 
1,  1944,  under  a  lease  which  calls  for  monthly  payments  of 
two  hundred  dollars  each.  Halloran  buys  most  of  his  garbage 
from  the  Newport  (R.  I.)  Naval  Training  station.  No  feed 
for  the  hogs  is  grown  on  the  premises. 

Halloran  contends  that  he  is  not  keeping  a  piggery  contrary 
to  the  by-law,  but  is  keeping  pigs  as  an  incident  to  the  conduct 
of  a  farm,  permissible  under  the  by-law,  Section  5(f),  (1)  and 
(m)  above  quoted.  About  the  time  he  bought  the  real  estate, 
Halloran  acquired  from  Murphy  the  right  to  use  the  twenty- 
acre  tract  in  Lincoln  adjoining  the  larger  tract  on  the  north- 
west. This  tract  slopes  gently  northerly  and  westerly  from  the 
larger  tract,  and  is  bounded  on  all  sides  by  woods.  A  cart 
path  runs  from  a  gate  in  a  wire  fence  on  the  northerly  side  of 
the  large  tract,  almost  to  the  northerly  side  of  the  twenty- 
acre  tract,  and  substantially  bisects  the  latter. 

Sometime  in  June,  1944,  Halloran,  who  owns  no  plow, 
harrow,  tractor  or  farm  machinery  or  tools  of  any  kind  except 
shovels  and  small  tools  used  in  the  piggery,  and  who  has  had 
no  experience  in  farming,  hired  a  man  to  plow  and  harrow 
about  three-quarters  of  the  westerly  half  of  the  twenty-acre 
tract,  and  in  this  area  he  planted  squash,- but  before  July  10th, 
he  had  the  hills  of  squash  all  plowed  under,  and  substantially 
the  same  area  later  sowed  to  turnips.  Halloran  uses  sweep- 
ings from  the  feeding  platforms  as  fertilizer  and  late  in  August, 
1944,  and  also  at  the  time  of  the  view,  this  same  area  was 
plentifully  strewn  with  bones. 

About  two  weeks  before  the  hearing  Halloran  had  about 
an  acre  of  the  hitherto  unplowed  easterly  half  of  the  twenty- 
acre  tract  plowed,  but  except  as  just  described  he  has  done 
nothing  by  way  of  cultivating  any  of  the  twenty-acre  tract. 
The  thirty-five  acre  tract  is  mostly  wooded  outside  the  cleared 
area  occupied  by  the  hog  pens  and  feeding  platforms  and 
buildings.    Halloran  is  obligated  to  pay  Murphy  six  thousand 
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dollars  for  the  land  in  Lincoln  on  June  1,  1945.  He  is  obli- 
gated to  pay  Murphy  for  nine  hundred  eighty-two  hogs, 
twenty  thousand  one  hundred  seventy-five  dollars  and  ninety- 
six  cents  in  two  installments,  one  of  ten  thousand  dollars  on 
January  28,  1945,  and  one  of  ten  thousand  one  hundred 
seventy-five  dollars  and  ninety-six  cents  on  May  28,  1945.  He 
has  no  resources  from  which  to  meet  these  obligations  except 
the  property  itself  and  such  income  as  he  can  derive  from  its 
use.  Obviously  he  can  derive  no  substantial  income  from  the 
sale  of  crops  raised  on  the  hired  land.  Halloran  claims  that  it 
was,  and  is,  his  real  intention  to  conduct  a  farm  on  the  owned 
and  occupied  tracts  and  that  he  applied  to  the  Town's  board 
of  water  commissioners  for  water  to  use  in  his  intended  farm- 
ing operations,  and  that  he  has  been  prevented  from  carrying 
out  his  plan  to  conduct  a  farm  by  the  water  commission's 
capricious  and  arbitrary  refusal  to  supply  him  with  water 
needed  to  irrigate  the  twenty-acre  tract.  Consequently,  he 
contends,  the  plaintiff  does  not  come  in  court  with  clean  hands 
and  therefore  should  be  denied  the  relief  sought  in  its  bill, 
even  though  it  should  be  found  that  he  is  conducting  a  pig- 
gery in  violation  of  the  by-law.  Further  facts  on  the  question 
whether  the  defendant  is  conducting  a  farm  or  a  piggery  and 
on  the  defence  of  want  of  clean  hands,  are  these. 

Sometime  before  July  28,  1944,  Halloran  asked  one  of  the 
water  commissioners  if  the  Town  would  supply  him  with 
water  for  the  premises.  A  pipe  runs  from  a  Town  main  in  the 
way  south  of  the  thirty-five  acre  tract,  through  the  premises 
and  almost  to  the  line  between  the  owned  and  the  rented 
tracts.  Opposite  the  hog  yards  a  branch,  controlled  by  a 
shut-off,  takes  off  from  this  pipe  and  runs  into  the  hog  yards. 
At  a  hearing  by  two  of  the  water  commissioners  in  the  Town 
Hall  late  in  July,  1944,  asked  why  he  wanted  water  Halloran 
replied  that  it  was  for  the  use  of  men,  and  horses  (of  which 
he  had  two)  and  for  about  two  hundred  hens  he  intended  to 
keep.  The  commissioners  had  not  then  recently  inspected  the 
premises,  on  which  there  were  by  Jul}'  28th,  over  nine  hundred 
hogs,  but  had  heard  Halloran  intended  to  keep  hogs  and  asked 
him  whether  he  so  intended.  His  answers  were  evasive.  He 
was  told  he  would  be  in  trouble  with  the  Towm  if  he  estab- 
lished a  piggery  on  the  premises,  and  that  Murphy  had  been 
"evicted"  for  keeping  a  piggery.    He  said  he  had  heard 
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Murphy  had  had  trouble  with  the  Town  because  of  keeping 
pigs,  but  that  he  wanted  water  for  men,  horses  and  hens.  The 
Town's  water  supply  had  for  several  years  been  inadequate 
for  farm  irrigation  purposes,  and  in  May,  1941,  the  water 
commissioners  ordered  that  all  irrigation  be  limited  to  one 
specified  hour  per  day  and  public  notice  thereof  was  given. 
The  notice  has  not  been  revoked,  or  the  restriction  on  the  use 
of  water  for  irrigation  lifted.  One  of  the  commissioners  in- 
spected Halloran's  premises  after  the  hearing  of  July  28,  and 
found  over  twelve  hundred  hogs  thereon.  The  commissioners 
thereupon  notified  Halloran  that  his  application  for  water 
was  denied.  Their  action  was  not  arbitrary  or  unreasonable, 
but  was  warranted  and  was  taken  in  good  faith  and  in  per- 
formance of  their  duty  to  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town. 

On  the  above  facts  and  all  the  evidence  I  find  that  Halloran 
in  July,  1944,  established  and  has  ever  since  conducted  on 
that  part  of  the  thirty-five  acre  tract  of  land,  with  the  build- 
ings and  structures  thereon  located  in  Lincoln,  the  trade  or 
business  of  raising  hogs;  that  he  is  not  conducting  a  farm 
thereon,  or  on  any  other  land  controlled  by  him  in  Lincoln; 
and  that  the  business  of  raising  hogs  on  his  land  as  con- 
ducted by  him  is  not  such  an  accessory  use  as  is  customarily 
incidental  to  a  farm.  (By-Law,  Sec.  5(f)  (m).)  As  above  re- 
cited, Murphy's  predecessor  in  title,  Connors,  was  using  the 
land  in  Lincoln  for  the  conduct  of  a  piggery  or  raising  hogs 
as  a  business,  and  not  as  a  farm,  when  the  by-law  became 
effective  July  8,  1929.  This  was  a  non-conforming  use,  and 
could  be  continued,  if  the  right  to  do  so  were  not  lost  by  dis- 
continuance for  one  year  (by-law,  Sec.  15(d)).  In  July,  1935, 
the  board  of  health  issued  an  order  prohibiting  Connors  from 
carrying  on  the  trade  or  business  of  keeping  swine  on  the 
premises,  and  he  at  once  filed  a  petition  for  trial  by  jury 
under  G.L.  (Ter.Ed.)  ch.  Ill,  §§  143  and  147.  On  January 
21,  1937,  the  petition  for  jury  was  dismissed  by  consent. 
Connors  having  agreed  to  reduce  the  number  of  hogs  on  the 
premises  to  such  number  as  the  board  of  health  permitted 
him  to  keep.  Thereafter,  as  a  result  of  this  proceeding,  and 
of  the  loss  of  a  contract  for  the  garbage  of  a  city,  and  of  the 
Federal  Government's  policy  of  paying  farmers  not  to  raise 
hogs,  Connors  reduced  his  herd  until  in  1939,  it  numbered 
less  than  twenty.    As  a  permit  from  the  board  of  health  to 
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keep  hogs  was  not  required  unless  the  number  to  be  kept  was 
over  twenty-five  (Regulation  39)  Connors  did  not,  in  1939  or 
thereafter,  apply  for  a  permit,  because,  as  he  testified,  "I 
was  out  of  the  business."  He  did  not  thereafter  re-enter  it. 
Connors  sold  the  Lincoln  real  estate  to  Murphy  in  1941.  I 
find  on  all  the  evidence  that  the  non-conforming  use  made  of 
the  premises  by  Connors  was  discontinued  for  over  a  year 
beginning  in  1939,  and  that  Halloran  therefore  had  no  right 
to  reestablish  it  (by-law,  Sec.  15(d)). 

Let  a  decree  be  entered  in  accordance  with  these  findings, 
in  the  Halloran  case,  enjoining  Halloran,  his  agents  or  servants 
against  carrying  on  in  Lincoln,  on  the  premises  described  in 
the  bill  of  complaint,  the  trade  or  business  of  raising  hogs, 
and  that  the  defendant  pay  the  plaintiff  taxable  costs. 

Facts  established  by  the  evidence  of  the  petitioner  in  the 
contempt  proceeding  are  as  follows:  — 

Halloran  and  Murphy  have  been  acquainted  for  ten  years. 
They  had  some  business  dealings  with  one  another  before 
Halloran  bought  the  Lincoln  real  estate,  and  the  nine  hundred 
eighty-two  hogs  from  Murphy  in  June  and  July,  1944.  At 
Murphy's  suggestion,  Halloran  employed  the  same  lawyer 
whom  Murphy  employed,  in  the  sale  and  purchase  transac- 
tions. (He  was  not  the  lawyer  who  represented  Murphy  in 
the  Murphy  case.)  Murphy  has  received  part,  and  is  to  re- 
ceive all,  of  the  payments  made  or  to  be  made  for  the  real 
estate  and  the  nine  hundred  eighty-two  hogs.  The  latter  were 
sold  under  a  conditional  bill  of  sale  which  requires  that  the 
hogs  be  stabled  on  the  land  in  Lincoln  that  Halloran  bought 
of  Murphy,  and  by  which  title  to  the  hogs  remains  in  Murphy 
until  they  are  paid  for.  The  bill  of  sale  also  provides  that  if 
payments  are  not  made  as  required,  or  if  any  of  the  terms  of 
the  sale  are  not  kept,  Murphy  may  enter  the  premises  and 
repossess  the  hogs  sold,  or  any  acquired  thereafter  to  replace 
them.  Murphy  knew  that  it  was  Halloran's  intention  to  en- 
gage in  the  same  kind  of  business  on  the  same  premises,  that 
he  had  been  enjoined  against  carrying  on.  He  knew  that  by 
selling  Halloran  nine  hundred  eighty-two  hogs,  he  was  aid- 
ing Halloran  in  establishing  a  business  that  would  violate  the 
decree  against  him.  He  has  a  heavy  financial  stake  in  the 
business,  which  cannot  be  saved  if  Halloran  were  only  to 
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keep  pigs  as  incidental  to  a  farm.  Halloran  knew  when  he 
bought  the  real  estate  and  the  hogs,  and  engaged  in  the  hog 
raising  business,  that  that  business  on  those  premises  had  been 
prohibited  by  a  court  order  entered  against  Murphy.  Both 
Murphy  and  Halloran  are  guilty  of  contempt  in  violating  the 
final  decree  in  the  Murphy  case,  and  I  so  adjudicate.  It  was 
admitted  that  the  evidence  does  not  warrant  a  finding  that 
the  corporate  respondent  is  in  contempt.  The  petition  against 
it  is  ordered  dismissed.  The  petition  for  attachment  for  con- 
tempt is  a  civil  proceeding.  On  this  finding  an  adjudication 
that  the  respondents  Halloran  and  Murphy  are  in  contempt 
is  to  be  entered.  The  proceedings  in  contempt  are  continued 
for  final  disposition  until  such  time  as  may  be  fixed  by  order 
of  court.

$500.00  toward  costs,  which  they  did.  This  amount  covers 
the  attorney's  costs  to  date.  As  the  case  now  stands  the 
defendants  must  remove  all  pigs  from  this  location  by  April  1, 
1945.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FINANCE  COMMITTEE 


The  over-all  picture  of  our  finances  is  much  the  same  as 
last  year.  Assets  continue  to  increase  because  normal  ex- 
penditures are  still  curtailed  through  shortages  of  labor  and 
material.  We  recommend  that  the  Town  continue  the  policy 
of  maintaining  what  would  be  a  low  peace-time  tax-rate  and 
of  placing  part  of  its  accumulated  surplus  in  a  post-war  re- 
habilitation fund.  Our  budget  recommendations  are  based 
on  this  policy  and  we  have  placed  in  the  warrant  an  article 
for  the  appropriation  of  $40,000  of  surplus  for  this  purpose. 

It  is  particularly  difficult  accurately  to  estimate  the  tax- 
rate  for  1945  at  this  time.  The  budget  recommendations  and 
taxation  program  of  the  Governor  include  broad  changes  in 
the  previous  fiscal  policy  of  the  Commonwealth.  Our  esti- 
mate of  a  slightly  lowered  tax-rate  is  based  entirely  on  the 
Governor's  budget  message,  and  any  change  in  its  recommen- 
dations will  be  reflected  in  local  tax-rates,  up  or  down  as  the 
case  may  be. 

We  recommend  that  the  bonus  of  $2.00  weekly  which  was 
voted  last  year  to  be  paid  to  our  lower  salaried  employees  be 
$4.00  this  year,  and  we  have  inserted  a  budget  item  computed 
on  that  basis.

Cemetery:  An  increase  of  $400  made  necessary  by  the  re- 
quirements of  the  Division  of  Accounts  that  receipts  on  ac- 
count of  work  in  the  cemetery  be  turned  in  to  the  Town  Treas- 
urer instead  of  being  applied  directly  to  the  cost  of  such  work. 
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Highways:  A  decrease  of  $2,055.  Due  to  a  continued  short- 
age of  labor. 

Highways,  Chapter  90:  A  decrease  of  $420.  Same  as 
Highways. 

Old  Age  Assistance:  An  increase  of  $2,146.  Due  to  increase 
in  cases  and  a  higher  average  cost  per  case. 

Planning  Board:  An  increase  of  $340  to  care  for  fees  for 
expert  advice  in  connection  with  plans  for  future  Town 
buildings. 

Schools:  The  Kindergarten  item  and  that  for  vocational 
training  are  included.  The  total  shows  an  increase  of  $1,690. 
There  are  increases  in  the  teachers  salaries,  and  transporta- 
tion costs  and  a  decrease  in  high  school  tuition.

Sir: 

In  accordance  with  your  instructions,  I  have  made  an  audit 
of  the  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  of  Lincoln  for  the  year 
ending  December  31,  1943,  and  report  thereon  as  follows: 

The  financial  transactions,  as  recorded  on  the  books  of  the 
several  departments  receiving  or  disbursing  money  for  the 
town  or  committing  bills  for  collection,  were  examined, 
checked,  and  verified  by  comparison  with  the  books  of  the 
treasurer. 

The  appropriations  as  listed  from  the  town  clerk's  record 
of  town  meetings  were  checked  with  the  analysis  of  the 
appropriation  accounts  kept  in  the  selectmen's  office. 
Ledger  accounts  were  compiled,  and  a  balance  sheet  showing 
the  financial  condition  of  the  town  on  December  31,  1943,  was 
prepared  and  is  appended  to  this  report. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  treasurer  were  ex- 
amined and  checked.   The  receipts  as  recorded  were  analyzed 
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and  checked  with  the  records  in  the  various  departments  and 
with  other  sources  from  which  money  was  paid  into  the  town 
treasury,  while  the  disbursements  were  checked  with  the 
selectmen's  orders.  The  cash  balance  February  23,  1944, 
was  proved  by  reconciliation  of  the  bank  balance  with  a 
statement  furnished  by  the  bank  of  deposit. 

The  payments  on  account  of  maturing  debt  and  interest 
were  proved  with  the  amounts  falling  due  during  the  period 
covered  by  the  audit,  and  were  checked  with  the  cancelled 
securities  and  coupons  on  file. 

The  records  of  tax  titles  held  by  the  town  were  examined. 
The  additions  to  the  tax  title  account  were  compared  with  the 
tax  collector's  records,  and  the  tax  title  deeds  as  listed  were 
checked  with  the  records  in  the  Registry  of  Deeds. 

The  savings  bank  books  and  securities  representing  the 
investment  of  the  several  trust  funds  in  the  custody  of  the 
town  treasurer,  trust  fund  commissioners,  and  library  trustees 
were  examined.  The  income  was  proved,  the  disbursements 
were  verified  by  comparison  with  the  vouchers  on  file,  and  the 
transfers  to  the  town  and  library  treasurer  were  checked  with 
the  receipts  as  shown  on  the  cash  books. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  tax  collector  were  examined 
and  checked.  The  taxes  outstanding  at  the  time  of  the 
previous  audit  and  all  subsequent  commitments  were  audited 
and  reconciled  with  the  assessors'  warrants. 

The  recorded  payments  to  the  treasurer  were  checked  with 
the  treasurer's  cash  books,  the  abatements  as  recorded  were 
compared  with  the  assessors'  record  of  abatements  granted, 
the  additions  to  the  tax  title  account  were  compared  with  the 
treasurer's  records  of  tax  titles  held  by  the  town,  and  the 
outstanding  accounts  were  listed  and  proved. 

The  outstanding  accounts  were  further  verified  by  mailing 
notices  to  a  number  of  persons  whose  names  appeared  on  the 
books  as  owing  money  to  the  town,  the  replies  received  thereto 
indicating  the  accounts  as  listed  are  correct. 

The  records  of  dog  and  sporting  licenses  issued  by  the  town 
clerk  were  examined  and  checked.  The  recorded  payments  to 
the  treasurer  and  to  the  State  were  verified  and  the  town 
clerk's  cash  on  hand  February  23,  1944,  was  proved  by  count 
of  cash  in  the  office. 
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The  surety  bonds  furnished  by  the  departmental  officials 
for  the  faithful  performance  of  their  duties  were  examined  and 
found  to  be  in  proper  form. 

The  commitments  of  water  accounts  were  examined  and 
checked.  The  recorded  receipts  were  checked  with  the  pay- 
ments to  the  treasurer,  the  abatements  as  recorded  were 
checked  with  the  records  of  the  water  commissioners  authoriz- 
ing them,  and  the  outstanding  accounts  were  listed  and 
proved.  The  collector's  cash  on  hand  February  23,  1944,  was 
verified  by  actual  count  of  cash  in  the  office. 

Verification  notices  were  mailed  to  a  number  of  persons 
whose  names  were  listed  on  the  books  as  owing  money  to  the 
town,  the  replies  received  thereto  indicating  the  accounts  as 
listed  are  correct. 

The  records  of  licenses  and  permits  issued  by  the  selectmen, 
as  well  as  the  records  of  the  building  inspectors,  health  nurse, 
and  cemetery  departments  were  examined,  checked,  and 
reconciled  with  the  treasurer's  books. 

It  was  noted  that  the  amount  of  $74.50  shown  as  due  from 
the  building  inspector  at  the  time  of  the  previous  examination 
had  not  been  paid  into  the  town  treasury  as  of  February  23, 
1944. 

In  checking  the  records  of  the  cemetery  department  it  was 
noted  that  receipts  for  opening  graves,  etc.,  have  been  re- 
tained by  employees  doing  the  work,  in  which  connection  it  is 
recommended  that  all  such  receipts  be  paid  into  the  town 
treasury  as  required  by  Section  53,  Chapter  44,  General  Laws. 
The  compensation  of  the  employees  should  be  paid  on  duly 
authorized  orders  from  an  appropriation  provided  therefor. 

In  addition  to  the  balance  sheet  referred  to,  there  are 
appended  to  this  report  tables  showing  a  reconciliation  of  the 
town  treasurer's  and  the  library  treasurer's  cash,  summaries  of 
the  tax  and  tax  title  accounts,  as  well  as  tables  showing  the 
condition  and  transactions  of  the  several  trust  funds. 

For  the  co-operation  received  from  all  town  officials  while 
engaged  in  making  the  audit,  on  behalf  of  my  assistant  and 
for  myself,  I  wish  to  express  appreciation.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  STREETS 


Board  of  Selectmen: 
Gentlemen : 

During  the  past  year  we  had  only  a  moderate  amount  of 
snow  and  ice.    This  was  handled  in  the  customary  way. 

In  the  summer  months  work  was  carried  on  by  repairing, 
re-surfacing  and  grading  roads  in  the  town  and  much  time  was 
given  over  to  widening  the  curve  on  Mill  Street;  also  two  drains 
were  installed,  one  in  front  of  the  Lincoln  School  on  Lincoln 
Road,  the  other  on  Upland  Fields  Road.  These  two  drains 
were  badly  needed  and  were  completed  successfully. 

Chapter  90  work  was  not  carried  on  this  year  in  the  same 
manner  as  previous  years  due  to  the  fact  that  time,  labor  and 
materials  were  not  available.  We  did,  however,  cut  brush, 
scraped  and  cleaned  the  roads  and  painted  fences. 

No  appropriation  for  new  equipment  was  requested  in  1944, 
this  means,  of  course,  that  what  equipment  we  now  have 
must  be  kept  in  working  order  by  being  constantly  repaired 
until  it  can  be  replaced  with  new  equipment.  Therefore  the 
annual  cost  for  repairs  will  gradually  increase  as  the  equip- 
ment becomes  older.  Parts  for  the  different  machines  are 
becoming  very  difficult  to  obtain,  so  the  outlook  for  main- 
tenance and  repairs  of  equipment  is  not  too  encouraging.

The  Board  organized  with  the  choice  of  Sumner  Smith  as 
Chairman. 

In  spite  of  the  shortage  of  labor  the  routine  and  repair  work 
was  carried  on  during  the  year.  Difficulty  is  still  being  ex- 
perienced with  the  gates.  It  was  necessary  to  dig  out  three 
gates  during  the  year. 

The  Board  received  two  applications  for  water  for  agricul- 
tural purposes,  which  were  denied  because  of  the  continued 
low  level  of  Sandy  Pond.  One  denial  was  used  against  the 
Town  by  the  defendant  in  the  Halloran  contempt  suit,  but  the 
court  upheld  the  regulations  of  the  Board  regarding  limiting 
the  use  of  water.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  HEALTH  FOR  1944 


To  the  Board  of  Selectmen: 

At  the  town  election  in  March,  1944,  Dr.  Paul  Norton  was 
elected  to  the  Board  of  Health  for  3  years.  On  March  15,  a 
meeting  was  held  to  organize  for  the  year.  Dr.  DeNormandie 
was  elected  chairman.  Mr.  Brinkerhoff  was  elected  clerk  and 
was  appointed  a  member  of  the  nursing  committee.  Mrs. 
Ober  was  appointed  agent  of  the  Board.  Mr.  John  J.  Kelleher 
was  nominated  inspector  of  slaughtering,  the  nomination  later 
being  confirmed  by  the  Department  of  Public  Health. 

Six  licenses  were  granted  for  the  transportation  of  garbage 
through  the  town. 

The  following  piggeries  were  licensed:  Manuel  Silva,  500; 
Louis  Dean,  500;  Boyce  Brothers,  100;  John  Wilson,  100; 
E.  S.  Coburn,  75;  John  McHugh,  50;  Nicholas  Cotoni,  50. 

At  the  end  of  July  it  was  discovered  that  Henry  J.  Halloran 
of  Cambridge  had  moved  2,500  pigs  into  the  old  Conners 
piggery  without  a  permit.  Legal  action  was  at  once  instituted 
against  him.  The  result  of  this  action  is  found  in  the  report  of 
the  Selectmen. 

Licenses  for  the  sale  of  milk  were  granted  to  7  dealers  and  5 
stores. 

The  clinic  for  the  inoculation  of  dogs  against  rabies  was  held 
on  May  27,  and  117  dogs  were  inoculated. 

The  following  diseases  dangerous  to  the  public  health  were 
reported  during  the  year:  Measles  3;  chickenpox  122;  scarlet 
fever  16;  mumps  36;  gonorrhea  2;  dogbite  7. 

A  license  was  granted  to  Mr.  Alvin  E.  Fernald  for  an  over- 
night camp. 

The  death  of  Dr.  McGlinchey,  who  for  many  years  had  done 
the  inspecting  of  dairies  and  the  bacterial  counts  on  milk,  left 
us  without  a  milk  inspector.  We  have  been  unable  to  find 
anyone  to  fill  his  place,  and  following  a  consultation  with 
Mr.  Donielo  and  Dr.  Rubenstein,  representatives  of  the  Massa- 
chusetts Department  of  Public  Health,  we  made  arrangements 
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with  the  surrounding  towns  to  report  to  us  their  laboratory 
findings  on  the  milk  delivered  in  Lincoln.  This  has  proved 
entirely  satisfactory.  Until  after  the  war,  it  is  doubtful  if  we 
shall  be  able  to  find  a  satisfactory  person  for  this  work. 

The  Well  Child  Conference  was  held  each  month.  There 
were  52  new  cases  and  47  old  cases.  The  total  attendance  was 
192.  Twenty-one  children  received  tetanus  inoculations,  28 
received  tetanus  and  diphtheria,  and  47  children  were  vacci- 
nated. The  value  of  the  clinic  is  shown  in  the  fact  that  1  case 
of  diabetes  was  discovered,  1  case  of  marked  loss  of  hearing 
and  1  child  with  defective  vision  were  found.  AH  of  these 
cases  have  had  proper  treatment  and  are  under  observation. 
We  again  thank  Dr.  Davies  for  his  continued  interest  in  the 
children's  welfare. 

On  December  11  the  Board  adopted  the  new  Massachusetts 
Department  of  Public  Health  regulations  on  isolation  and 
quarantine,  copies  of  which  are  available.

REPORT  OF  CEMETERY  COMMISSIONERS 


The  limited  care  given  our  Cemeteries  these  war  years  due 
to  the  fact  that  labor  is  not  available,  is  reflected  in  the  small 
expenditure  made  this  past  year.  Of  the  appropriation 
$595.50  has  been  expended  and  $204.50  turned  back  to  the 
Treasurer. 

Some  years  ago  there  were  planted  in  the  Northerly  part  of 
the  cemetery  many  Spruce  trees  and  so  closely  that  the  laying 
out  of  lots  for  future  use  will  become  a  problem  if  some  of  them 
are  not  removed  entirely  or  planted  in  some  other  part  of  the 
grounds.  To  replant  all  that  should  be  removed  would  require 
considerable  labor  so  we  have  already  cut  down  some  and 
furnished  Christmas  Trees  for  our  Schools  and  Churches. 

During  the  past  year  a  total  of  19  burials  have  been  made, 
18  were  in  the  New  Lincoln  Cemetery  and  one  in  the  Arbor- 
vitae. 

Five  lots  were  sold  bringing  an  income  of  $475.00  which  was 
turned  over  to  the  Town  Treasurer  and  deposited  in  the 
Cemetery  Fund. 

For  1945  we  are  asking  for  an  appropriation  of  $1,290.00. 
This  increase  over  last  year's  request  is  due  to  a  change  in  the 
method  of  taking  care  of  the  income  from  making  inter- 
ments. Hereafter  all  interment  fees  will  be  paid  to  the  town 
and  the  men  doing  the  work  will  be  paid  by  the  Treasurer  from 
the  appropriation. 

It  is  our  purpose  to  use  some  of  the  money  to  improve  the 
records  pertaining  to  lots  and  burials  so  that  there  will  be 
located  at  the  Town  Hall  complete  information  as  to  the  exact 
location  of  lots. 

It  might  be  desirable  to  have  a  record  of  all  the  burials  in 
the  town,  as  far  as  possible  so  that  all  facts  pertaining  to  them 
could  be  collected  in  one  place  for  future  reference.  There  are 
State  Laws  relative  to  cemetery  lots  and  accurate  records 
would  aid  greatly  in  protecting  the  rights  of  lot  owners  and 
would  help  future  Cemetery  Commissioners  in  the  conduct  of 
their  duties. 
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It  is  our  desire  to  improve  the  roads  as  much  as  possible  so 
as  to  make  all  parts  of  the  grounds  accessable  at  all  times  of 
the  year,  so  we  shall  apply  surface  treatment  as  our  appro- 
priation will  allow. 

Having  in  mind  the  suggestions  made  in  last  year's  report 
in  regard  to  improving  the  entrance  to  the  cemetery  and  some 
means  of  identification  for  it,  we  shall  have  to  ask  larger  sums 
for  annual  expenditures  whenever  in  the  future  labor  and 
materials  are  available  for  such  permanent  improvements.

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REPORT  OF  THE  LINCOLN  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 


Board  of  Selectmen, 
Gentlemen: 

The  Board  of  Fire  Engineers  herewith  submit  their  annual 
report  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1944. 

Force 

The  Department  consists  of  the  following:  Chief,  seven 
Engineers,  nineteen  call  men. 

Apparatus 

The  apparatus  belonging  to  the  Department  is  as  follows: 
one  600  gallon  pump,  one  combination  500  gallon  pump  and 
forest  fire  truck,  one  350  gallon  pump  and  forest  fire  truck. 
The  Department  also  has  two  Foam  extinguishers,  nine  ladders, 
3,200  ft.  of  iy2  in.  hose,  400  ft.  of  1^  in.  hose,  2,300  ft.  of 
1  in.  hose.  Booster  tanks  on  trucks  carry  560  gallons  of  water. 

Pump  No.  1  and  the  Combination  Pump  and  Forest  Fire 
Truck  No.  3  are  stationed  at  Doherty's  Garage,  South  Lincoln. 

Combination  Pump  and  Forest  Fire  Truck  No.  2  is  stationed 
at  Tracey's  Gasoline  Station,  North  Lincoln. 

Fires 

During  the  year  79  calls  have  been  answered:  4  Automo- 
biles, 3  Trucks,  7  Chimney,  10  Building,  3  Smoke,  2  Oil- 
burners,  1  Lightning,  5  Miscellaneous,  44  Grass  and  Wood. 

This  analysis  shows  that  the  majority  of  the  fires  are  grass 
and  woods  and  with  care  a  large  percentage  of  these  could  be 
avoided. 

Permits  are  required  for  all  fires  in  the  open  and  this  spring, 
summer  and  fall  the  greatest  care  should  be  exercised  by  all 
the  townspeople. 

The  Fire  Department  is  severely  handicapped  by  the  lack  of 
man  power  and  while  everything  possible  is  being  done  to  care 
for  the  needs  of  the  town,  the  co-operation  of  the  townspeople 
is  very  essential.

AN  ACT  TO  PROHIBIT  THE  DRIVING  OF 
VEHICLES  OVER  MUNICIPAL  FIRE  HOSE 
1926,  Chapter  278 

Section  7 A.  Upon  the  approach  of  any  fire  apparatus 
which  is  going  to  a  fire  or  responding  to  an  alarm,  every  person 
driving  a  vehicle  on  a  way  shall  immediately  drive  said  vehicle 
as  far  as  possible  toward  the  right-hand  curb  or  side  of  said 
way  and  shall  keep  the  same  at  a  standstill  until  such  fire 
apparatus  has  passed.  No  person  shall  drive  a  vehicle  over  a 
hose  of  a  fire  department  without  the  consent  of  a  member  of 
such  department.  No  person  shall  drive  a  vehicle  within 
three  hundred  feet  of  any  fire  apparatus  goin£  to  a  fire  or 
responding  to  an  alarm,  nor  drive  said  vehicle  or  park  or 
leave  the  same  unattended  within  six  hundred  feet  of  a 
fire  or  within  the  fire-lines  established  thereat  by  the  fire 
department.  Violation  of  any  provision  of  this  section  shall 
be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  twenty-five  dollars. 
(Approved  April  28,  1926.) 


Investigate  your  chimneys  and  keep,  them  clea: 

Do  not  throw  lighted  cigarettes. 

Traffic  siren  means  pull  out  and  stop. 

Oil  stoves  need  to  be  inspected  and  cleaned  frequently. 

Drive  300  feet  from  fire  apparatus. 

Remain  600  feet  from  fire. 

A  permit  is  required  for  all  open  fires. 

False  alarms  are  punishable  by  fine  or  imprisonmen 

When  calling  headquarters  by  telephone  for  fire  speak  calmly 
and  distinctly,  giving  street,  location  on  street,  and  name  of 
person  calling;  this  will  insure  more  prompt  response  by  the 
firemen. 

Do  not  allow  rubbish,  paper,  or  any  inflammable  material  to 
accumulate  in  or  about  your  property. 

Always  call  the  Department  before  attempting  to  extinguish 
a  fire  yourself. 

The  Fire  Department  will  be  enabled  to  render  better 
service  if  these  instructions  are  followed. 
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The  Fire  Department  wishes  to  express  their  appreciation 
for  the  excellent  service  rendered  by  the  local  telephone 
operators  and  would  also  like  to  suggest  that  at  the  time  of  a 
fire  all  unnecessary  calls  be  eliminated  so  the  necessary  fire 
calls  may  be  taken  care  of  as  rapidly  as  possible.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PLANNING  BOARD 


Board  of  Selectmen, 
Gentlemen: 

The  Planning  Board  organized  this  year  with  C.  K.  Fitts, 
Chairman  and  Walter  E.  Lovejoy,  Secretary. 

The  Board  wishes  to  extend  its  gratitude  to  Mr.  Arthur 
Comey,  who  has  donated  a  contour  map  of  Lincoln  to  the 
town. 

No  applications  for  subdivisions  were  made  during  the  past 
year.  An  agreement  and  bond  amounting  to  $600  were 
received  on  December  22nd  from  Elliott  R.  Barker,  protecting 
the  town  to  that  extent  for  surfacing  Cedar  Road,  a  Private 
Way,  belonging  to  the  estate  of  Hazel  B.  Coolidge.  This  work 
will  be  completed  when  materials  and  labor  are  available. 

At  the  request  of  the  Committee  for  Future  School  De- 
velopment the  Planning  Board  has  interviewed  members  of 
various  town  organizations  and  department  heads  with  respect 
to  conversion  of  the  Center  School  to  a  Town  Office  Building. 
The  outcome  of  these  interviews  is  represented  in  a  brief  filed 
with  the  Committee  and  published  in  their  report. 

It  is  evident  that  co-ordination  of  this  type  will  result  in 
more  lasting  municipal  expansion  and  affect  sound  economy. 
Admitting  that  the  study  thus  far  is  in  its  initial  stage,  we  ask 
that  the  Board  be  granted  $300  for  use  at  their  discretion  in 
retaining  an  architect  to  further  examine  the  present  Center 
School  Building  with  respect  to  conversion  to  Town  Office  use. 

We  all  realize  that  through  depreciation  and  additional 
demand  the  location  and  capacity  of  our  present  Municipal 
Buildings  must  be  given  careful  study. 

The  Highway  Department  will  unquestionably  need  a  Fire 
Resistant  Building  to  house  more  and  heavier  equipment. 

With  the  co-operation  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  the  ser- 
vices of  the  New  England  Fire  Insurance  Rating  Association 
will  be  made  available  to  the  town  without  charge.  The  survey 
to  be  made  by  them  will  result  in  recommendations  for  added 
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fire  protection  for  many  years  to  come.  In  this  regard  it 
seemed  advisable  to  view  the  present  Fire  Department  Head- 
quarters Building  with  respect  to  its  continued  use.  We  have 
asked  therefore  for  $50,  to  be  used  in  getting  qualified  advice 
on  this  subject. 

We  wish  to  thank  all  department  heads  and  town  organiza- 
tions for  their  valuable  assistance  to  us  this  past  year.

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REPORT  OF  BOARD  OF  APPEALS  UNDER  THE 
ZONING  BY-LAWS  FOR  THE  YEAR  1944 


To  the  Board  of  Selectmen : 
Gentlemen: 

The  Board  organized  for  the  present  year  with  Harland  B. 
Newton,  Chairman,  and  Anthony  J.  Doherty,  Clerk.  During 
the  year  two  Petitions  were  received  and  acted  upon. 

(1)  Meeting,  February  14,  1944 

Petition  of  David  W.  Mann  to  permit  the  use  of  a  building 
located  on  his  property  on  the  North  Great  Road,  so-called,  in 
the  northerly  part  of  the  town  to  be  used  for  the  carrying  on 
of  war  work.  Hearing  on  this  Petition  was  held  on  February 
14,  1944,  and  a  decision  rendered  by  said  Board,  which  de- 
cision however  was  recalled  later  owing  to  the  fact  that  one 
member  of  the  Board  was  away  and  out  of  the  State  at  the 
time  of  the  hearing  and  was  unable  to  be  present  and  that  by  a 
recent  decision  of  the  Massachusetts  Supreme  Court  holding 
that  a  ruling  or  decision  of  the  Board  of  Appeals  must  be 
unanimous  and  rendered  by  the  full  membership  of  the  Board 
present  at  the  hearing  and  voting. 

As  the  Zoning  By-Laws  of  the  town  made  no  provision  for 
associate  members  to  serve  in  case  of  a  vacancy  or  inability  to 
act  on  the  part  of  a  member  of  the  Board,  it  was  necessary  to 
make  provision  for  the  appointment  of  associate  members. 
This  was  accomplished  by  having  an  article  inserted  in  the 
Warrant  for  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  held  on  March  6,  1944, 
at  which  meeting  it  was  voted  that  the  Selectmen  shall 
appoint  two  associate  members  to  serve  on  the  Board.  This 
amendment  to  the  By-Laws  was  approved  by  the  Attorney- 
General  on  March  14,  1944,  and  two  associate  members, 
namely,  Daniel  Everett  Sherman,  Jr.,  and  Henry  B.  Hoover, 
were  appointed  to  the  Board  by  the  Selectmen. 

On  March  27,  1944,  and  after  due  notice  to  parties  who 
might  be  interested,  the  Board  held  a  meeting  on  application 
of  Mr.  Mann,  which  application  came  before  the  Board  on  the 
refusal  of  the  Building  Inspector  to  grant  a  permit  to  make 
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certain  alterations  and  changes  to  his  building  on  North  Great 
Road.  This  application  was  denied  by  the  Building  Inspector 
on  March  16,  1944,  who  found  that  the  same  would  not  con- 
form to  Section  7  of  the  Zoning  By-Laws. 

On  this  application  the  Board  made  the  following  decision 
and  notified  Mr.  Mann  of  the  same  by  the  following  letter, 
dated  March  29,  1944.  (Letter  hereto  attached  and  made 
part  of  this  Report.) 

March  29,  1944. 

Mr.  David  W.  Mann, 
Lincoln,  Massachusetts. 

Dear  Mr.  Mann:  —  We  wish  to  express  our  appreciation  of 
the  manner  and  completeness  with  which  Mr.  Donaldson 
presented  your  request  to  the  Board  of  Appeals.  We  also 
welcomed  the  frank  and  broad  discussion  indicating  the  in- 
terest of  everyone  present.  The  Board  does  regret,  however, 
the  turn  which  some  of  the  discussion  took,  suggesting  that 
there  might  have  been  prejudice  on  the  part  of  Board  members, 
lack  of  appreciation  of  your  ability  or  the  importance  of  your 
efforts  in  war  work,  the  character  of  the  business  you  propose 
to  carry  on  or  the  implication  that  the  Board  or  any  citizens  of 
Lincoln  might  not  be  as  distressed  as  anyone  at  possible  delay 
of  important  war  work.  Concerning  all  these  points,  the 
Board  wants  you  to  know  that  it  is  unanimous  in  its  feeling 
that  we  all  should  do  everything  possible  to  encourage  and 
aid  you  to  expedite  your  war  work. 

The  responsibility  which  rests  in  this  Board  is  simply  to 
make  the  best  decision  possible  under  the  Zoning  By-Law 
which  governs  our  actions.  The  spirit  of  Captain  Evans' 
and  Commander  Monks'  remarks  as  well  as  the  comments  of 
almost  everyone  present  was  that  action  should  be  taken  to 
make  it  possible  for  you  to  proceed  at  once  with  your  military 
contracts  even  if  on  a  temporary  basis.  This  we  believe  can  be 
made  possible  and  to  this  end  the  Board  unanimously  and 
individually  makes  the  following  decision  and  proposal : 

1.  We  find  that  the  purposes  for  which  you  intend  to  use  the 
premises  in  the  North  Lincoln  Business  Zone  do  not  fall 
under  Section  7,  but  do  fall  under  Section  8C  and  your 
petition  is,  therefore,  denied. 
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2.  However,  while  no  further  specific  request  has  been  made 
for  a  temporary  permit,  the  Board  in  order  to  expedite 
the  war  effort  and  avoid  the  necessity  of  further  delay, 
grants  permission  to  carry  on  such  work  as  is  involved  in 
your  military  contracts  as  outlined  for  one  year  in  ac- 
cordance with  Section  21  A. 

3.  The  Board  further  recognizes  that  the  law  permits  no 
longer  period  of  variance  than  granted  in  item  2  above. 
We  further  recognize  that  it  is  almost  impossible  for  you 
to  complete  your  Avar  contracts  on  such  a  basis  due  to  the 
fear  of  a  sudden  termination  of  this  permit;  and,  there- 
fore, we  personally  promise  to  use  our  influence  and  vote 
to  extend  your  permit  annually  as  granted  in  item  2 
above  for  two  additional  years,  or  for  the  duration  of  the 
war  plus  one  year,  whichever  is  the  greater. 

We  believe  that  the  decision  and  promise  above  outlined 
will  permit  you  to  undertake  and  successfully  complete  your 
military  contracts  and  at  the  same  time  maintain  the  integrity 
of  the  Zoning  By-Law. 

We  trust  that  this  decision  and  promise  will  be  accepted  in 
the  spirit  with  which  it  is  made  and  will  meet  your  needs  as 
completely  as  possible  under  the  circumstances.

On  December  16,  1944,  the  Board  received  a  communication 
from  Mr.  Mann  requesting  that  its  ruling  made  at  the  hearing 
held  on  March  27,  1944  be  corrected  by  striking  out  all  that 
part  which  follows  paragraph  No.  1  of  said  decision.  Replying 
to  this  letter,  Mr.  Mann  was  informed  that  the  Board  was 
without  authority  at  this  time  to  correct  or  modify  its  decision 
as  Section  30  under  (3)  of  Chapter  40  of  the  General  Laws  of 
the  Commonwealth  provides  the  only  remedy  for  a  party 
aggrieved  by  a  decision  of  the  Board  of  Appeals  is  appeal  to  the 
Superior  Court  sitting  in  Equity,  which  appeal  must  be  filed  in 
said  Court  within  15  days  after  such  a  decision  is  recorded,  and 
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no  such  appeal  had  been  taken  within  the  time  allowed  by  law. 

(2)  Meeting  May  8,  1944 

Application  of  Warren  E.  Rice  for  permit  to  install  two 
10,000  gallon  underground  tanks  for  storage  of  heating  oils, 
same  to  be  located  on  his  property  on  Concord  Road,  in  the 
southerly  part  of  the  town  of  Lincoln. 

Mr.  Rice,  the  Petitioner,  stated  that  he  had  carried  on  the 
business  of  selling  heating  oils  for  about  25  years  and  before 
the  adoption  of  the  Zoning  By-Laws.  This  business  was 
carried  on  at  his  present  location  and  in  connection  with  a 
garage  and  gasoline  station.  Mr.  Rice  further  explained  the 
dimensions  of  the  tanks  and  the  location  and  manner  of  their 
installation. 

All  the  abutters  having  been  notified,  and  no  one  appearing 
in  opposition  to  this  application,  and  after  a  statement  made 
by  Mr.  Rice  that  he  had  talked  with  Mr.  Knowles,  one  of  the 
abutters,  and  a  Mr.  White  who  represents  the  heirs  of  the  late 
Addie  Jennison,  and  was  assured  by  both  that  they  had  no 
objections  to  the  installation  of  the  tanks,  the  Board  made  the 
following  decision: 

It  was  unanimously  voted  by  the  five  members  of  the  Board 
present  that  the  application  be  granted  subject  to  the  following 
conditions:  That  said  tanks  will  be  located  at  least  50  feet 
back  from  the  line  of  the  highway,  and  an  equal  distance  from 
the  boundary  line  of  the  nearest  abutter.

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REPORT  OF  MIDDLESEX  COUNTY  EXTENSION 
SERVICE  —  1944 


Due  to  a  shortage  of  manpower  in  the  County  Extension 
office  a  general  report  is  given  rather  than  a  detailed  report 
as  has  been  done  during  previous  years. 

The  Extension  Service  during  1944  turned  over  all  its  facili- 
ties to  the  war  effort  in  the  production  and  conservation  of 
food  and  other  factors  necessary  to  help  win  the  war.  The 
County  Trustees,  Town  Directors  and  Local  leaders  gave 
freely  of  their  time  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  most  of  them  were 
fully  occupied  with  other  duties. 

Under  agriculture  most  of  the  time  was  spent  in  co-opera- 
tion with  Selective  Service  Boards  in  furnishing  information 
relative  to  registrants  employed  on  farms.  This  probably 
was  the  most  important  job  of  the  year  as  the  food  production 
program  would  not  continue  unless  the  key  men  on  our  farms 
were  retained. 

Farm  labor  is  probably  the  next  important  item,  with  the 
local  director  co-operating  with  the  school  system  in  helping 
to  make  available  all  the  boys  and  girls  within  the  town  and  any 
other  available  people  to  help  meet  the  extreme  labor  shortage 
on  farms.  The  County  office  was  instrumental  in  finding 
some  outside  available  help  and  especially  during  the  harvest 
season  various  types  of  help  were  obtained  to  harvest  the  crop. 

General  assistance  was  given  in  all  production  problems  in 
order  that  the  maximum  amount  of  food  could  be  produced. 

Homemakers  were  assisted,  especially  in  the  conservation 
and  preservation  of  food,  a  better  understanding  of  wise  use 
of  ration  points  and  food  that  had  to  be  purchased  along  with 
greater  use  of  home-grown  foods.  Good  nutrition  for  the 
family  was  especially  stressed  in  order  that  the  health  of  the 
family  could  be  maintained  under  war  conditions.  Clothing 
renovation  and  construction,  refinishing  and  upholstering 
furniture  were  all  projects  emphasized  to  help  the  homemaker 
carry  on  more  efficiently  under  war  conditions.

With  Boys'  and  Girls'  4-H  Club  Work,  it  was  difficult  here 
to  carry  on  due  to  lack  of  available  local  volunteer  leaders. 
Much  credit,  however,  should  go  to  the  leaders  who  gave  all 
their  available  time  to  help  our  boys  and  girls  carry  on  with 
their  various  projects.  The  club  members  of  your  town  were 
part  of  the  1,700,000  in  the  United  States  who  helped  4-H 
earn  the  recognition  of  having  made  the  largest  contribution 
in  the  war  effort  of  any  of  the  youth  organizations  of  the 
nation.  Food  Production,  Food  Preservation  and  Home- 
making  were  the  clubs  given  the  greatest  emphasis  during  the 
year. 
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The  work  of  this  department  was  greatly  hampered  by  the 
shortage  of  labor  to  do  the  work  that  should  be  done  on  the 
trees,  such  as  removing  dead  limbs  and  dead  trees  and  clearing 
the  brush  on  the  highways.  We  were  very  fortunate  to  be  able 
to  obtain  the  help  from  the  Highway  Department  to  do  some  of 
this  work.  This  work  could  not  have  been  done  without  their 
help.  The  spraying  was  carried  on  this  year  with  very  good 
results.  There  is  a  noticeable  decrease  in  the  number  of 
Gypsy  Moth  nests  in  most  sections  of  the  Town. 

We  will  have  to  depend  on  the  spraying  to  control  both  the 
Gypsy  Moth  and  Elm  Leaf  Beetle  until  such  time  as  we  are 
able  to  get  help,  which  I  hope  will  be  in  the  near  future  as  there 
is  a  large  amount  of  work  to  be  done. 

The  total  expenditure  this  year  was  $1,250.13  and  it  is 
recommended  that  $2,375.00  be  appropriated  for  the  year 
1945.

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REPORT  OF  THE  LINCOLN  COMMITTEE  ON 
PUBLIC  SAFETY 


With  the  establishment  of  a  Western  Front  in  Europe  and 
the  favorable  movement  away  from  the  English  Channel,  the 
need  for  protective  measures  on  the  part  of  the  Committee 
has  been  materially  curtailed.  Air  raid  practises  and  blackouts 
have  ceased  to  exist  and  the  military  feels  we  are  reasonably 
safe  from  attacks  by  air.  Likewise,  Lincoln  is  not  a  town  that 
is  apt  to  be  subject  to  sabotage  dangers. 

We  did  have  one  incident  during  the  year  in  the  form  of  a 
forced  landing  on  the  part  of  a  pilot  of  the  Civil  Air  Patrol 
which  was  ably  handled  by  members  of  the  Auxiliary  Police 
and  Air  Raid  Wardens.  In  fact,  it  was  so  ably  handled  that 
the  Police  were  especially  complimented  by  State  Officials. 

Two  issues  of  the  Bulletin  were  sent  out  during  the  year  to 
all  citizens  of  the  Town,  which  we  feel  proved  to  be  of  interest 
and  help.  We  are  hoping  to  increase  the  number  of  issues  dur- 
ing 1945  and  make  them  somewhat  broader  in  scope. 

There  were  three  paper  drives  conducted  with  the  able  help 
of  the  Boy  Scouts  and  members  of  the  Town  who  not  only 
generously  gave  their  time  but  also  the  use  of  their  automo- 
biles in  order  to  obtain  this  critical  material.  Lincoln  was 
credited  with  turning  in  approximately  30  tons  of  scrap 
paper. 

Tin  cans  were  collected  at  regular  intervals  and  we  were 
able  to  salvage  about  4  tons. 

While  it  is  still  our  hope  that  the  need  for  the  Committee  is 
rapidly  dwindling,  nevertheless  should  an  emergency  exist, 
there  is  an  organization  at  hand  properly  trained  to  cope  with 
any  situation  necessary  to  protect  the  citizens  of  the  Town.

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COMMITTEE  FOR  INVESTIGATING  THE 
NEEDS  OF  THE  LINCOLN  SCHOOLS 


In  accordance  with  an  article  in  the  warrant  voted  at  the 
regular  Town  Meeting  held  March  6,  1944,  the  Moderator 
appointed  the  following  committee  to  prepare  plans  to  meet 
the  growing  needs  of  the  Lincoln  Schools: 

Mr.  James  DeNormandie 
Mr.  Charles  K.  Fitts 
Mrs.  Paul  L.  Norton 
Mr.  William  N.  Page 
Mr.  Albert  A.  Schaal 

The  Committee  was  organized  on  May  23,  1944,  with  Mr. 
William  N.  Page  as  Chairman.  At  that  time,  it  was  felt  that  a 
consultant,  familiar  with  school  planning,  should  be  engaged 
to  make  a  survey  of  the  Town  of  Lincoln  school  building 
situation  and  to  make  recommendations  as  to  how  proper 
improvements  might  be  effected. 

In  a  discussion  of  the  matter  with  Dr.  Albert  Simpson  of  the 
Harvard  School  of  Education,  who  recently  made  a  survey  and 
report  of  the  Lincoln  school  system,  he  suggested  that  one  of 
the  most  capable  men  he  knew  for  the  job  we  wanted  done  was 
Mr.  John  E.  Nichols,  Supervisor  of  School  Buildings  and  Plans, 
Department  of  Education  of  the  State  of  Connecticut.  In  this 
capacity,  Mr.  Nichols  is  called  upon  to  furnish  advisory  ser- 
vices to  local  communities  on  schoolhouse  planning,  construc- 
tion and  equipment.  He  is  Chairman  of  the  Standards  and 
Executive  Committee  of  the  National  Council  on  Schoolhouse 
Construction ;  a  member  of  the  Special  Advisory  Committee  on 
School  Building  Problems  to  the  United  States  Office  of 
Education;  Vice-President  of  the  Connecticut  Chapter, 
American  Institute  of  Architects;  a  member  of  the  Advisory 
Committee  of  Connecticut  Standard  Building  Code.  As  re- 
gards school  survey  projects,  he  was  a  member  of  the  Profes- 
sional Staff  of  the  Legislative  Inquiry  into  the  Administration 
of  the  New  York  City  Schools  in  1942;  a  member  of  the  Pro- 
fessional Staff  of  the  Boston  School  Survey  in  1944;  and  is 
presently  engaged  as  Consultant  in  school  building  problems 
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for  Wellesley,  Massachusetts;  Brattleboro,  Vermont;  Hing- 
ham,  Massachusetts;  and  Cohasset,  Massachusetts.  !  .;\'|^- 

Mr.  Nichols  was  engaged  as  Consultant  for  this  Committee 
and  has  rendered  a  splendid  service.  We  are  very  appreciative 
of  the  time  and  effort  he  has  given  and  we  believe  you  will  find 
his  report  to  be  a  capable  and  careful  analysis  of  our  problems 
together  with  a  sound  solution  to  them. 


REPORT  TO  THE  SCHOOL  BUILDING 
COMMITTEE 


Lincoln,  Massachusetts 


Initial  Premises 

In  1941-42  the  School  Committee  of  the  town  of  Lincoln 
undertook  a  study  which  served  as  a  basis  for  the  reformula- 
tion of  its  policies  affecting  the  future  of  the  Lincoln  schools. 
In  making  this  study  the  School  Committee  had  the  able 
assistance  of  Dr.  Alfred  Simpson  and  Dr.  Edgar  Fuller  of 
Harvard  University.  Certain  of  the  conclusions  growing  out 
of  that  study  which  have  a  bearing  upon  the  question  of  school 
facilities  are  worthy  of  review.    It  was  recommended  that: 

1.  "That  no  high  school  be  constructed  in  Lincoln  either 

now  or  in  the  foreseeable  future."  Briefly  this  conclu- 
sion was  based  upon  the  improbability  of  any  pro- 
nounced growth  of  the  high  school  enrollment;  upon  the 
relatively  excessive  cost  of  constructing  and  operating  a 
small  high  school;  and  upon  the  practical  impossibility 
of  providing  for  small  numbers  the  educational  oppor- 
tunities which  are  usually  found  only  in  larger  schools. 

2.  "That  the  Lincoln  schools  be  organized  on  the  8-4  basis 

instead  of  6-3-3";  that  is,  eight  elementary  grades  with 
grade  nine  sent  to  a  neighborhood  high  school  along 
with  grades  ten,  eleven  and  twelve.  This  conclusion 
was  based  upon  the  disadvantages  pupils  face  in  entering 
a  four-year  high  school  one  whole  year  behind  their 
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classmates;  upon  the  comparative  meagerness  of  the 
facilities  that  could  be  provided  them  as  high  school 
freshmen  in  the  Lincoln  school;  and  upon  the  need  of 
the  elementary  grades  for  the  space  at  that  time  being 
occupied  by  the  ninth  grade. 

3.  "That  planning  be  begun  for  the  postwar  construction  of 

a  combination  auditorium-gymnasium  at  the  Center 
School,  together  with  shower  rooms,  health  offices  and 
clinic,  classrooms  (to  replace  South  School)  and  a  cafe- 
teria. ..."  This  recommendation  was  based  upon  the 
conclusion  that  the  present  educational  program  suffers 
through  the  absence  from  the  present  Center  School  of 
those  facilities  mentioned. 

4.  "That  the  South  and  Center  Schools  be  consolidated  as 

soon  as  possible."  This  conclusion  was  based  upon  the 
desirability  of  promoting  through  physical  unity  the 
integration  of  the  program  of  the  first  and  second  grades 
with  the  others  and  of  providing  for  those  first  two 
grades  the  advantages  of  the  proposed  additional 
facilities. 

The  foregoing  conclusions  have  been  incorporated  into  the 
policies  of  the  School  Committee.  Without  any  question  they 
can  be  regarded  as  substantially  sensible  and  sound  and 
accepted  as  a  part  of  the  premises  upon  which  the  conclusions 
and  recommendations  of  the  School  Building  Committee  may 
be  based.  On  only  one  item,  number  3,  does  any  question 
arise.  And  that  question  deals  not  with  the  aims  to  be 
achieved  but  merely  with  the  manner  of  achieving  them. 

The  Existing  Facilities 

At  the  present  time  Lincoln's  elementary  school  children  are 
housed  in  two  buildings  about  1.7  miles  apart.  To  one  of 
these,  the  South  School,  are  sent  all  the  pupils  of  the  first  and 
second  grades  —  about  sixty  in  number.  The  remaining 
pupils,  about  a  hundred  and  fifty  in  grades  three  through 
eight,  attend  Center  School.  Here,  too,  is  situated  the  kinder- 
garten which  was  established  this  year. 
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South  School 

The  South  School,  built  over  fifty-two  years  ago,  was  de- 
scribed as  follows  in  the  report  made  by  the  special  committee 
on  matters  pertaining  to  the  Lincoln  schools  in  1930: 

"The  South  School,  as  we  have  already  pointed  out,  is 
a  wooden  building  of  an  age  that  makes  it  increasingly 
a  burden  to  keep  in  repair.  To  make  only  those  repairs 
which  would  make  it  safe  and  healthy  for  those  using  it,  it 
would  require  approximately  $1,500.  This  building  was 
closed  for  a  considerable  period  and  its  reopening  in  1921 
was  considered  only  as  a  temporary  measure  until  in- 
creased facilities  were  available  at  the  Center  School  (See 
School  Report  1921).  Three  years  later  the  then  Superin- 
tendent, Mr.  Lowe,  in  his  report  says:  'As  it  now  stands, 
the  present  South  Building  is  wasteful. '  Some  of  the  short- 
comings of  this  building  are  so  obvious  that  hardly  a  glance 
at  them  is  necessary  to  be  convinced  of  their  seriousness. 
Although  only  a  two-room  schoolhouse  it  requires  two 
heaters.  Much  of  the  time  there  is  water  in  the  cellar. 
The  toilets  are  of  the  open  type  and  in  the  open  cellar, 
necessitating  a  considerable  effort  to  keep  them  in  a  clean 
and  sanitary  condition.  There  is  no  suitable  room  for  the 
teachers.  From  the  point  of  view  of  fire  protection,  the 
building  can  only  be  tolerated  on  the  excuse  that  the  class 
rooms  are  on  one  floor  and  there  are  two  exits.  Since 
artificial  lighting  is  missing,  the  children  are  handicapped 
on  cloudy  days. 

'There  are  to  be  sure,  advantages  which  this  school 
possesses:  such  as  the  segregation  of  the  first  two  grades 
and  the  separate  playfield  for  them,  and  its  nearness  to 
one  of  the  more  populous  areas  of  the  Town.  But  the 
committee  does  not  believe  these  are  sufficient  to  warrant 
continuing  indefinitely  the  use  of  this  building." 

In  the  fourteen  years  since  that  report  was  written  the 
building  has  remained  essentially  unchanged  except  for  the 
installation  of  electric  lights  and  proper  heating.  The  base- 
ment toilets  are  unsatisfactory.  The  stairs  leading  to  them 
steep  and  dangerous.  The  classrooms  under-equipped.  There 
is  still  no  lunch  room  for  the  children  who,  living  at  a  consider- 
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able  distance,  must  have  their  noon  meal  there.  Although  the 
site  is  adequate  for  the  enrollment,  the  building  itself  is 
decidedly  unsatisfactory  for  school  purposes. 

Center  School 

The  Center  School,  now  about  thirty-five  years  old,  is  a 
two-story  and  basement  building  which,  though  well  built,  is  of 
non  fire-resistive  construction.  It  is  situated  on  a  fairly  large, 
attractive  and  centrally  located  site  but  like  the  South  School, 
it  is  too  close  to  a  busy  highway.  This  building's  rather 
pleasing  exterior  appearance  belies  the  inadequacies  of  its 
interior  provisions  for  an  up-to-date  educational  program. 

The  school  has  six  rather  small  classrooms,  three  to  a  floor. 
In  addition  it  contains  an  office  on  one  side  of  the  entrance 
doorway  and  a  combination  health  room  and  teachers'  room 
(now  pressed  into  use  as  a  second  office)  on  the  other.  Above 
these  rooms,  on  the  second  floor,  is  a  library.  The  basement 
houses  the  toilets,  the  boiler  room  and  two  additional  rooms  — 
one  used  as  a  kindergarten  and  the  other  for  storage  and  by 
the  school  nurse,  Girl  Scouts,  etc. 

It  is  a  building  that  was  fairly  well  adapted  to  the  highly- 
formalized  type  of  school  program  in  vogue  when  it  was  con- 
structed. But  educational  methods  and  needs  have  developed 
greatly  in  thirty-five  years.  These  developments  were  in  no 
way  anticipated  in  the  building's  design.  Now  its  inadequacies 
place  increasingly  heavy  limitations  on  Lincoln's  educational 
program. 

The  most  obvious  lack  is  the  absence  of  any  assembly  space 
whatsoever.  This  lack  has  been  repeatedly  pointed  out  in 
annual  school  reports  and  in  surveys  and  studies  for  many 
years.  An  auditorium  is  not  primarily  a  place  for  the  enter- 
tainment of  school  children  —  important  as  that  function  may 
be  —  but  rather  a  necessary  tool  of  education.  Here  the  pupil 
may  learn  through  lectures,  plays  and  (of  increasing  impor- 
tance) educational  motion  pictures;  and  here,  in  using  the 
stage,  he  may  acquire  poise,  and  find  the  incentive  to  develop 
the  practical  skills  that  come  through  the  application  of 
planning,  art  and  other  forms  of  creative  expression. 

Another  obvious  lack  lies  in  the  present  absence  of  facilities 
for  physical  recreation  and  education  —  a  gymnasium  and 
dressing  rooms. 
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In  a  town  like  Lincoln  it  is  necessary  to  transport  children 
considerable  distances  to  school.  Of  necessity  they  must 
remain  there  for  lunch.  The  Center  School  makes  no  provi- 
sion at  all,  however,  for  a  lunch  program  —  a  kitchen  where 
simple,  warm  meals  may  be  prepared,  or  a  dining  room  where 
they  may  be  eaten  in  clean,  attractive  and  congenial  sur- 
roundings. 

Less  obvious  are  the  inadequacies  of  the  classrooms  them- 
selves. Their  small  size  and  meager  furnishings  adapt  them  to 
only  a  reading-and-recitation  type  of  program.  Accepted 
teaching  techniques  today  recognize  the  value  of  "learning 
through  doing,"  by  placing  emphasis  on  the  fact  that  learning 
is  best  achieved  through  individualized  instruction  and 
through  constructive  activity  —  that  is,  actual  practice  in 
using  those  skills  the  school  endeavors  to  impart  to  its  pupils. 
This,  however,  implies  a  laboratory  approach  to  classroom 
design.  It  requires  first  of  all  the  space,  and  second,  the 
equipment  adapted  to  a  variety  of  learning  activities  —  mov- 
able desks  for  flexibility  in  space  utilization,  work  counters  and 
tables,  abundant  bulletin  board,  classroom  library  facilities, 
storage  for  partially  completed  individual  projects,  a  sink,  files 
and  abundant  cupboards  and  cases  for  the  storage  of  a  variety 
of  instructional  materials  and  supplies. 

The  toilets,  located  as  they  are  in  the  basement,  are  incon- 
venient of  access,  dark,  and  lack  the  sanitary  finishes  that  make 
cleanliness  possible. 

The  kindergarten  room,  also  in  the  basement,  is  wholly 
inadequate  for  a  class  of  normal  size.  The  room  is  small,  low- 
ceilinged,  and  poorly  lighted.  Colorful  paint  cannot  overcome 
the  unsuitability  of  its  brick  and  stone  walls. 

The  absence  of  an  adequate  health  room  makes  it  necessary 
to  house  the  nurse  at  the  Town  Hall.  Moreover,  the  space 
provided  at  the  Center  School  is  not  well  adapted  even  for 
health  examinations  and  counciling,  either  on  a  school  or  on  a 
community  basis  or  for  the  temporary  accommodation  of  pupils 
who  become  indisposed  for  one  reason  or  another. 

The  Ball  Field 

The  town  now  owns  a  plot  of  land,  comprising  some  6  acres, 
situated  just  off  Lincoln  Road  in  almost  the  geographical 
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center  of  the  town.  Here,  in  attractive  surroundings  removed 
from  the  main  thoroughfare,  the  town  maintains  a  baseball 
diamond  and  two  tennis  courts. 

The  usefulness  of  these  provisions  is  limited,  however,  by 
their  isolation  from  all  other  community  facilities  and  by  the 
absence  of  a  field  house  providing  shower  and  locker  room 
accommodations. 

The  Town  Hall 

While,  ordinarily,  consideration  would  not  be  given  a  town 
hall  in  any  study  of  school  facilities,  in  the  present  case  this 
building  warrants  attention  because  its  future  may  well  be 
linked  with  that  of  the  school  buildings  themselves. 

The  Lincoln  Town  Hall,  while  of  undetermined  age,  is  a  very 
old  building  (probably  built  about  1865)  that  has  long  since 
outgrown  its  suitability  for  those  purposes  it  now  attempts 
unsuccessfully  to  fulfill.  It  is  an  obsolete  structure,  inadequate 
for  the  civil  affairs  of  the  town,  and  both  inadequate  and  un- 
suitable for  town  gatherings,  whether  political  or  recreational. 
It  makes  no  provision  whatever  for  the  numerous  boards  and 
committees  which  handle  town  affairs. 

While  the  building  may  have  become  a  familiar  landmark  for 
which  some  may  hold  a  sentimental  attachment,  few  will  claim 
for  it  either  a  modicum  of  beauty  or  compatability  with  the 
character  of  Lincoln.  To  the  visitor  it  is  an  unpleasant 
anachronism. 

Pierce  Park 

Finally,  attention  must  be  given  Pierce  Park.  This  exten- 
sive and  attractive  plot  of  land  was  a  gift  to  the  town  for  park 
purposes.  Consideration  has  been  given  the  possibility  of  its 
use  for  recreation  in  the  field  of  organized  games  and  sports. 
There  appears  to  be  pronounced  sentiment  within  the  com- 
munity, however,  for  maintaining  it  as  a  park  in  accordance 
with  the  original  intent  of  the  donor.  Added  to  this  is  the  fact 
that  its  situation  at  the  junction  of  Lincoln's  two  busiest  high- 
ways militates  against  the  suitability  for  school  purposes.  The 
educational  and  community  needs  of  Lincoln  may  be  sum- 
marized as  follows: 
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School  Needs 

1.  The  abandonment  of  the  South  School  and  its  consoli- 
dation with  the  other  elementary  grades. 

2.  Auditorium  facilities. 

3.  Gymnasium  facihties. 

4.  A  school  lunch  room  and  kitchen. 

5.  A  suitable  health  unit. 

6.  Improved  toilet  facilities. 

7.  An  adequate  kindergarten  unit. 

8.  An  adequate  school  office. 

9.  A  separate  teachers'  room. 

General  Community  Needs 

1.  Shower  and  locker  facilities  in  connection  with  the  Ball 
Park. 

2.  An  adequate  hall  for  the  town's  social,  recreational, 
cultural  and  civic  activities. 

3.  A  center  providing  facilities  for  civic  organizations  such 
as  Boy  and  Girl  Scouts,  League  of  Women  Voters, 
Garden  Club,  Red  Cross,  Grange,  etc. 

4.  Adequate  town  offices,  including  a  hearing  room  and 
headquarters  and  meeting  rooms  for  town  boards  and 
committees. 

Possible  Solutions  for  the  Schoolhousing  Problem 

1.  An  addition  to  the  Center  School  providing  a  kinder- 
garten, two  additional  classrooms,  a  combination  audi- 
torium-gymnasium with  dressing  facilities,  a  lunchroom 
and  kitchen,  a  health  unit  and  adequate  toilet  facilities. 

2.  An  independent  annex  on  the  Center  School  site  housing 
the  additional  facilities  that  are  needed  and  alterations  of 
the  present  building  to  correct  insofar  as  possible  its 
present  shortcomings. 

3.  A  new  building  replacing  both  the  South  and  Center 
Schools,  correcting  the  shortcomings  of  both. 
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Fundamental  Principles  Influencing  the  Choice  of 
Possible  Solutions 

In  weighing  the  foregoing  possible  solutions,  the  School 
Building  Committee  should  be  guided  by  the  following  funda- 
mental principles: 

1.  The  school  building  being  the  property  of  the  whole  com- 
munity, and  representing  a  considerable  investment  on 
its  part,  should  serve  community  needs  as  fully  and 
effectively  as  possible.  Those  needs  first  to  be  met  are,  of 
course,  the  educational  needs  of  school  age  children. 
Insofar  as  it  does  not  interfere  with  that  primary  function 
of  the  school,  however,  the  building  should  recognize  in 
its  design  and  manner  of  utilization  the  broader  educa- 
tional interests  of  the  community  and  its  recreational, 
cultural  and  civic  needs. 

2.  Whatever  course  the  Committee  recommends  it  should 
avoid  an  impasse  at  some  future  date  due  to  eventually 
increased  enrollments  and  to  changing  educational  needs. 
It  should  avoid  the  spending  of  money  on  major  altera- 
tions and  additions  to  a  structure  that  fails  to  fulfill 
existing  needs  and  that  will  become  more  and  more  un- 
satisfactory as  time  goes  on  until  eventually  the  invest- 
ment proves  not  only  worthless  but  actually  an  educa- 
tional and  community  liability.  In  this  connection  it 
should  be  borne  in  mind  that  planning  should  be  done  in 
terms  of  needs  for  the  next  forty  or  fifty  years. 

3.  The  solution  recommended  should  make  the  most  effec- 
tive use  possible  of  the  town's  present  investments  and 
facilities  compatible  with  existing  and  future  needs. 

4.  Lincoln's  school  facilities  should  be  consistent  with 
Lincoln's  ability  to  provide  them.  Its  children  should 
not  be  denied  whatever  provisions  for  a  modern  and 
adequate  educational  program  its  citizens  can  well 
afford. 


An  Analysis  of  the  Possible  Solutions 

Solution  No.  1 

Very  careful  consideration  has  been  given  the  first  and 
most  obvious  of  the  three  solutions  listed  above.  Past 
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proposals  based  on  this  solution  have  been  analyzed  and 
further  architectural  studies  have  been  made  in  an  effort 
to  overcome  their  shortcomings. 

There  are  several  factors  which  make  a  satisfactory  out- 
come practically  impossible. 

(a)  The  building,  with  its  closed  perimeter,  makes  no 
practical  provision  for  adding  at  any  point.  All  rear 
walls  above  the  basement  contain  classroom  windows 
which  rule  out  adjoining  construction  in  that  direc- 
tion. The  location  of  those  windows  cannot  be 
changed  with  any  success.  Additions  placed  against 
the  blank  walls  at  each  end  of  the  building  cannot  be 
reached  without  passing  through  intervening  class- 
rooms. Only  at  the  basement  level  to  the  rear  is  it 
possible  to  connect  existing  and  new  construction 
without  extensive  alterations. 

(b)  Placing  the  addition  at  basement  level  would  be  to 
develop  the  school  as  a  full  three-story  building  with 
that  form  of  layout's  attendant  complications  in 
interior  circulation,  remoteness  of  elements  from  one 
another  and  increased  fire  hazards.  It  also  spreads 
the  addition  out  in  such  a  manner  as  to  result  in  an 
architectural  misfit  or  else  necessitates  two  multiple- 
storied  structures  connected  by  a  single  link  at 
basement  level. 

(c)  To  obtain  even  partially  satisfactory  connections 
between  new  and  old  construction,  major  alterations 
and  destruction  of  existing  work  would  be  unavoid- 
able. 

(d)  The  plan  of  the  existing  building  and  the  wall  bearing 
construction  employed  in  it  makes  impossible  any 
attempt  to  alleviate  the  serious  space  deficiencies  of 
the  present  classrooms.  Any  real  improvement 
would  involve  enlargement  yet  this  cannot  be  ac- 
complished. 

(e)  To  correct  the  unsatisfactory  toilet  conditions  grow- 
ing out  of  their  inaccessible  and  unsanitary  basement 
location  would  involve  the  expense  of  their  replace- 
ment elsewhere. 
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(f)  The  resulting  building  would  fail  to  possess  the  flexi- 
bility and  expansibility  that  would  permit  it  to  be 
adapted  to  future  increased  enrollments  and  develop- 
ments in  the  educational  program. 

(g)  An  addition  to  the  Center  School  would  not  take  full 
advantage  of  the  possibilities  in  physical  education 
and  recreation  offered  by  the  existing  Ball  Field  or 
would  it  permit  providing  at  one  stroke  the  dressing 
facilities  needed  there. 

(h)  Finally,  the  addition  would  be  larger  and  represent  a 
considerably  greater  investment  than  the  existing 
structure  which  nevertheless  places  disastrously 
stringent  limitations  on  the  design  of  that  addition. 
It  would  constitute  an  outstanding  example  of  the 
tail  that  wags  the  dog. 

There  is,  of  course,  one  advantage:  Even  though  the  net 
result  would  not  be  wholly  satisfactory  immediately  and 
probably  even  less  so  as  time  goes  on,  it  would  cost  somewhat, 
though  not  greatly,  less  than  solution  number  3. 

Solution  No.  Z 

A  separate  annex  building  on  the  same  site  with 'the 
Center  School  has  so  few  advantages  and  so  many  dis- 
advantages that  it  was  discarded  early  as  entirely 
impractical. 

The  one  advantage  is  that  it  would  involve  the  lowest 
initial  cost. 

On  the  other  hand  it  would  create  numerous  inadequacies 
and  disadvantages: 

(a)  All  the  general  service  facilities  (auditorium,  gymna- 
sium, lunch  room,  health  unit,  etc.)  would  be  sepa- 
rated from  the  existing  building  which  would  house 
the  great  majority  of  the  pupils. 

(b)  The  contours  of  the  site  itself  and  its  depression 
below  road  level  make  it  very  difficult  to  design  a 
building  of  necessarily  large  floor  area  which  would 
harmonize  attractively  with  the  existing  building. 

(c)  This  solution  would  fail  to  resolve  many  of  those 
shortcomings   that   militate   against   an  addition. 
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Briefly,  present  classroom  and  toilet  conditions  would 
remain  uncorrected  and  the  potentialities  of  the  Ball 
Field  would  not  be  utilized. 

Solution   No.  3 

The  third  solution,  a  new  building  replacing  both  the 
South  and  Center  Schools,  while  somewhat  more  expen- 
sive immediately  than  an  addition,  and  definitely  more 
expensive  than  an  annex,  would  certainly  be  the  least 
expensive  in  the  long  run.  Especially  is  this  the  case 
when  costs  are  measured  in  terms  of  the  benefits  accruing 
to  the  pupil  and  the  community.  These  may  be  listed 
briefly  as  follows: 

(a)  The  children  would  secure  the  advantages  of  a  com- 
pletely modern  school  plant  adapted  to  their  educa- 
tional needs  —  pleasant  classrooms  adequate  as  to 
size,  equipment,  furnishings,  lighting  and  finish;  an 
auditorium-gymnasium  with  an  adequate  stage; 
dressing  rooms;  luncheon  facilities;  a  room  providing 
arts  and  crafts  facilities  for  upper  grades;  a  suitable 
health  unit,  teachers'  room  and  school  office;  ade- 
quate storage  space. 

(b)  The  building,  freed  of  limitations  in  design  imposed 
by  existing  construction,  would  be  planned  so  that 
its  layout  would  be  most  practical  and  convenient 
and  so  that  each  of  its  individual  elements  would  be 
best  adapted  to  their  particular  functions. 

(c)  The  building  would  be  suitable  in  its  layout  and 
facilities  to  meet  conveniently  and  satisfactorily  the 
social,  cultural,  recreational  and  civic  needs  of  the 
community. 

(d)  The  new  building  would  be  so  designed  and  con- 
structed that  interior  changes,  as  time  goes  on,  may 
keep  the  building  young  and  adapted  to  an  evolving 
educational  program. 

(e)  A  new  building  would  be  laid  out  in  such  a  way  that 
additions  can  readily  be  made  to  increase  its  capacity 
should  enrollments  increase  during  the  next  four  or 
five  decades. 
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(f)  The  new  building  places  emphasis  on  utility,  attrac- 
tiveness to  children  and  on  up-to-date  standards  of 
safety,  health  and  sanitation. 

The  Solution  Recommended 

Because  it  is  the  only  one  that  will  result  in  both  an  imme- 
diate and  long-term  satisfaction  of  school  and  community 
needs,  because  it  will  be  the  most  economical  in  the  long  run, 
and  because  with  some  state  or  federal  subsidy  it  is  financially 
possible,  Solution  No.  3  —  A  New  Building  —  is  the  one 
unqualifiedly  recommended. 

Utilization  of  the  Present  Center  School 

While  there  can  be  no  qualms  about  recommending  the  out- 
right abandonment  of  the  South  School  building,  there  might 
have  been  some  hesitancy  about  recommending  an  entirely 
new  elementary  school  plant  if  there  could  not  have  been 
suggested  at  the  same  time  a  disposition  of  the  present  Center 
School  building  that  would  constitute  real  advantages  to  the 
town. 

As  has  been  pointed  out,  the  present  Town  Hall  is  inade- 
quate. True,  the  erection  of  a  school  and  community  audi- 
torium-gymnasium would  remove  the  necessity  for  using  its 
second  floor  hall.  Its  other  shortcomings  would  remain, 
however. 

It  is  suggested,  therefore,  that  the  existing  Town  Hall  be 
abandoned  along  with  the  old  South  School  and  that  the  pres- 
ent Center  School  be  utilized  for  the  functions  that  an  ade- 
quate Town  Hall  for  Lincoln  should  fulfill. 

This  course  could  provide  a  Town  Clerk's  office  and  a  Tax 
Collector's  and  Assessor's  office  —  each  with  needed  public 
space,  vault,  file  and  storage  space;  a  hearing  room;  a  com- 
mittee and  board  room  with  storage  for  records  of  the  various 
groups;  a  headquarters  for  Boy  Scouts  and  one  for  Girl  Scouts; 
an  office  for  Federal  Agencies  should  they  continue  to  be  with 
us;  and,  finally,  headquarters  and  a  meeting  room  for  such 
civic  organizations  as  the  Red  Cross,  League  of  Women 
Voters,  Garden  Club,  Grange,  etc. 

These  facilities  could  be  provided  at  a  minimum  of  cost  for 
renovation  of  the  present  building.    A  long-felt  community 
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need  would  be  met  thereby,  and  the  old  Town  Hall  finally 
could  be  retired  from  service. 

It  is  suggested  that  the  town  of  Lincoln  appoint  an  appro- 
priately qualified  committee  to  make  a  thorough  investigation 
of  the  possibilities  of  converting  the  Center  School. 


Notes  on  the  New  School 

1.  Site 

The  site  recommended  for  the  proposed  new  school 
adjoins  to  the  west  the  present  Ball  Field. 
This  location  is  a  most  central  one,  conveniently  accessi- 
ble from  all  directions.  The  present  transportation 
program  would  not  be  materially  affected  by  its  use. 
Convenience  of  approaches  would  be  enhanced  by  the 
acquisition  of  a  right  of  way  to  Sandy  Pond  Road. 
In  this  location  the  school  would  be  well  away  from  a 
busy  highway,  in  safe,  quiet  and  attractive  surroundings. 
It  would  take  advantage  of  those  facilities  which  the 
existing  Ball  Field  provides,  thus  reducing  the  amount  of 
land  the  town  would  otherwise  need  to  purchase. 
To  the  west  of  the  Ball  Field  is  farm  land  which  could  be 
developed  at  minimum  expense.  In  extent,  contours,  soil 
and  elevation  it  is  admirably  suited  to  school  building  and 
playground  needs.  The  committee  recommends  the 
purchase  of  this  land  to  accommodate  the  building,  its 
setting,  its  playgrounds  for  different  age  levels,  and  park- 
ing space  for  those  using  the  school  facilities  and  Ball 
Field. 

It  is  recommended  that  the  town  take  steps  to  acquire 
this  land  immediately  and  not  wait  until  actual  con- 
struction can  be  started. 

2.  The  Building 

It  is  recommended  that  the  building  be  of  one  story  con- 
struction in  conformity  with  best  modern  school  design 
practice.  This  results  in  a  building  of  a  less  expensive 
class  of  construction,  a  building  whose  various  parts  are 
most  conveniently  accessible,  that  takes  fullest  advan- 
tage of  outdoor  air  and  sunshine,  that  is  convenient  to 
administer,  that  may  be  more  inviting  and  attractive 
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rather  than  formal  and  imposing,  that  is  most  adaptable 
to  additions  and  changes. 

The  building  might  well  make  full  use  of  the  lighter 
forms  of  construction  that  have  been  developed  in  recent 
years  —  forms  that  place  primary  emphasis  on  attractive 
utility  as  opposed  to  monumental  splendor. 

Costs 

No  attempt  has  been  made  to  obtain  conclusive  estimates  of 
cost.  This  is  correctly  the  undertaking  of  a  subsequent 
Building  Committee  and  must  be  based  upon  adequate 
architectural  studies. 

On  the  basis  of  prewar  construction  costs  (1940),  however, 
it  is  estimated  that  expenditures  for  the  proposed  solution  at 
that  time  would  have  been  approximately  as  follows : 

Land1   $5,000  to  $5,000 

New  Building  ....     120,000  to  140,000 

It  is  estimated  that  present  building  costs  have  increased 
some  30%  over  prewar  costs.  It  appears  likely  that  these 
increased  costs  will  continue  in  effect  for  some  time  after  the 
war.  Correcting,  then,  the  foregoing  figures  for  construction 
only  to  bring  them  in  line  with  existing  costs,  the  probable 
amount  which  should  be  allowed  for  such  a  school  building, 
including  land  increases  from  $125,000  and  $145,000  to 
$161,000  and  $187,000.  This  amounts  to  from  $644  to  $748 
per  pupil  for  capital  outlay.  This  is  in  line  with  costs  else- 
where corrected  for  recent  price  increases. 

Present  indications  are  that  some  form  of  Federal  subsidy 
for  public  works  will  be  made  available  after  the  war  as  an  aid 
to  peacetime  employment.  If  this  occurs  and  Lincoln  ob- 
tained such  a  subsidy,  it  would  do  much  to  lessen  the  town's 
financial  outlay. 

Assuming  for  a  moment  a  45%  Federal  grant,  as  during  the 
P.  W.  A.  program,  Lincoln's  share  would  be  from  $88,500  to 
$102,850. 


^his  figure  is  assigned  arbitrarily  in  order  to  arrive  at  some  conclusions 
on  cost. 
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Twenty-year  bonds  in  this  amount  at  an  interest  rate  of 
would  cost,  for  interest  and  amortization,  $5,677.01  to 
$6,597.52  per  year. 

At  the  present  time  one  mill  of  taxation  raises  approxi- 
mately $3,842.  The  added  cost  to  the  town  then  would  be 
about  lj^  mills  of  taxation  or  about  $1.50  per  $1,000  unit  of 
evaluation. 

Maintenance  and  Operation 

It  is  impossible  to  predict  with  any  degree  of  accuracy  what 
differences  there  would  be  in  building  maintenance  and 
operation  costs. 

The  only  foreseeable  differences  would  lie  in  heat,  light, 
power,  custodial  services  and  building  up-keep.  Building 
operation  (heat,  light,  janitor  and  power)  might  be  expected  to 
increase  to  some  extent  because  adequate  classrooms,  audi- 
torium-gymnasium, dressing  rooms,  cafeteria,  etc.,  would 
increase  the  total  space  to  be  heated,  lighted  and  cared  for, 
and  because  more  extensive  use  of  the  school  facilities  might  be 
expected.  This  increase  would  be  less  in  relation  to  present 
expenses  than  it  might  be,  however,  because  of  two  existing 
factors  —  the  present  necessity  for  operating  and  maintaining 
two  buildings  rather  than  one,  and  the  present  age  and  condi- 
tion of  the  buildings  which  tend  to  increase  maintenance  costs. 
The  new  school  would  be  served  by  one  heating  plant ;  one 
electric  meter,  one  custodial  staff  instead  of  two.  For  a  good 
many  years,  because  of  newness,  costs  for  up-keep  would  be 
relatively  low. 

The  cost  of  building  operation  for  the  year  1942-43  was 
$3,640.  If  we  allow  an  increase  of  40%,  that  cost  for  a  new 
building  would  be  $5,096.  School  building  maintenance  in 
1942-43  cost  $1,300.  If,  over  the  first  ten-year  period,  the 
maintenance  cost  would  increase  $1,456  over  present  figures,  or 
31%  of  the  total  operation  and  maintenance  budget.  This  is 
little  more  than  |  of  1  per  cent  (0.38%)  of  the  total  school 
budget.

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You  have  noted  in  the  report  that  one  of  the  recommenda- 
tions is  that  the  present  Center  School  be  converted  into  Town 
Hall  use.  We  therefore  asked  the  Planning  Board  to  find  out 
what  the  requirements  would  be  for  the  Town  Officials  and 
various  civic  organizations.    Their  report  follows : 

Mr.  William  N.  Page,  Chairman, 
Committee  for  Future  School  Development, 
Lincoln,  Massachusetts. 

Dear  Sir: 

At  the  request  of  your  Committee,  the  Planning  Board  has 
interviewed  Department  Heads  and  Organizations  directly 
affected  by  future  expansions  of  Town  Hall  facilities.  From 
these  conferences,  a  brief  outline  of  requirements  would 
resolve  into  the  following: 

1.  A  General  Hearing  Room  with  a  seating  capacity  for  50 
to  60  persons.  This  type  of  room  would  serve  the  town 
as  a  Public  Hearing  Room. 

It  was  recommended,  in  preliminary  discussions,  that  a 
small  kitchen  adjoin  this  room,  thus  making  it  useful  to 
many  organizations  now  using  the  lower  Town  Hall. 

2.  The  requests  of  the  Board  of  Health  would  indicate  the 
need  of  two  adjoining  Consultation  Rooms;  one  to  be 
approximately  9x12  with  First  Aid  and  Sterilization 
equipment.  The  other  should  be  approximately  8  x  10. 
An  office  for  the  nurse  should  also  be  provided  in  this 
building. 

It  was  generally  conceded  that  the  Child  Welfare  Clinic 
could  function  providing  the  Consultation  Rooms  were 
so  situated  that  the  Public  Hearing  Room  would  serve  as 
a  Waiting  Room. 

3.  A  room  approximately  14x18  to  be  used  by  the  Town 
Departments  for  their  regular  meetings. 

4.  The  Town  Clerk,  Treasurer,  Collector  of  Taxes,  and 
Assessor  would  need  a  room  approximately  16  by  16 
which  could  be  used  jointly. 
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5.  A  Drafting  Room  to  serve  the  Water  Department,  High- 
way Department,  Building  Inspector,  Planning  Board, 
and  Town  Engineer. 

It  was  suggested  that  two  small  conference  rooms  adjoin 
this  office  for  the  purpose  of  private  consultations. 

6.  The  Selectmen  would  require  a  private  room  approxi- 
mately 20  x  30,  with  a  connecting  room  approximately 
8x12  for  Secretary. 

7.  The  Police  Department  is  anticipating  the  need  of  two 
cells,  space  for  office,  Radio  Room  and  Guard  Room. 
It  was  deemed  advisable  to  consider  the  ultimate  need  for 
garage  facilities  for  two  cruising  cars. 

This  Board  is  of  the  opinion  that  part  of  the  basement  at 
the  present  Center  School  Building  could  be  converted 
to  meet  these  requirements. 

In  considering  the  future  growth  of  the  Town  of  Lincoln, 
this  Board  feels  that  combined  with  the  planning  of  school 
requirements  should  be  the  design  for  an  auditorium  to  seat 
between  650  and  700  people.  There  is  every  indication  that 
with  a  centralized  school  plant  and  auditorium,  the  present 
Center  School  Building  would  serve  as  a  Town  Office  Building 
for  many  years  to  come.

We  have  unanimously  accepted  and  endorsed  the  reports  as 
submitted  and  feel  it  is  only  the  preliminary  step  in  the  solu- 
tion of  the  problem.  There  is  still  much  to  be  accomplished 
and,  we  believe  the  committee  should  continue  to  function  so 
that  its  work  can  be  carried  to  a  conclusion  and  in  order  that 
the  citizens  of  the  Town  will  have  all  the  necessary  information 
at  hand  by  which  to  pass  judgment. 

The  Town  appropriated  for  the  Committee's  use  the  sum  of 
$350.00  of  which  we  have  spent  $209.50.   This  amount  covers 
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the  expenses  of  the  Consultant  and  his  fees,  together  with  the 
preparation  of  certain  drawings  and  reports. 

We  are  requesting  the  Town  to  appropriate  $500  for  the 
Committee's  use  for  surveys  and  consultant's  fees  for  1945.

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REPORT  OF  THE  LINCOLN  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 
for  the  Year  1944 


We  submit  herewith  our  annual  report  covering  the  year 
1944: 

PERSONNEL:  Mr.  Clark  Dexter,  Principal  of  Schools, 
joined  the  U.  S.  Navy  in  the  early  part  of  the  spring  and  has 
been  granted  a  military  leave  of  absence  by  the  Committee. 
He  was  not  called  to  duty  until  after  the  close  of  the  school 
year  so  that  there  was  no  interruption  in  the  program  he  was 
endeavoring  to  work  out.  To  replace  him,  we  have  been  most 
fortunate  in  obtaining  the  services  of  Mr.  Arthur  J.  Dows  who 
has  had  many  years'  experience  in  the  teaching  profession  both 
as  a  principal  and  teacher.  He  is  carrying  on  his  duties  most 
ably. 

Miss  Pauline  Hempel  resigned  as  teacher  of  the  fourth  grade 
and  has  been  replaced  by  Miss  Helen  T.  Houston. 

As  teacher  of  the  newly  established  kindergarten,  we  have 
engaged  Miss  Dorothy  L.  Austin. 

In  accordance  with  the  recommendations  set  forth  in  the 
Harvard  Survey,  we  experimented  having  music  taught  by 
one  of  the  regular  grade  teachers.  It  was  found  after  careful 
analysis  that  this  was  working  an  undue  hardship  on  both  the 
teacher  and  the  pupils  in  her  grade.  Consequently,  the  Com- 
mittee engaged  the  services  of  Mrs.  Josephine  R.  Gleason  to 
devote  one  day  each  week  to  music  instruction. 

Mrs.  Barbara  R.  Ennis  resigned  as  assistant  at  the  first 
grade  and  was  replaced  by  Miss  Elizabeth  M.  Tibbets. 

Mr.  Edgar  Browning  resigned  as  custodian  of  the  Center 
School.  Due  to  the  manpower  situation,  this  position  proved 
exceedingly  difficult  to  fill  and  the  Committee  explored  every 
known  avenue.  Fortunately,  we  obtained  the  services  of 
Mr.  Wilfred  Smith  who  is  custodian  of  both  the  Center  and 
South  Schools.    Mr.  Smith  is  doing  a  very  capable  job. 

KINDERGARTEN:  In  accordance  with  the  appropriation 
as  made  available  at  the  Town  Meeting,  a  kindergarten  has 
been  established  at  the  Center  School.    The  room  formerly 
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known  as  the  cooking  room  has  been  attractively  decorated 
and  the  floor  covered  with  linoleum.  It  has  turned  out  to  be 
a  most  satisfactory  room  for  this  purpose  being  on  the  ground 
level  and  has  been  adequately  equipped  for  use.  Enrollment 
was  25  pupils  and  attendance  from  the  opening  to  the  day  of 
this  report  has  been  as  follows :

The  fluctuations  in  attendance  are  wide  on  a  day  to  day 
basis  as  the  above  figures  will  indicate. 

MAINTENANCE:  The  buildings  have  been  properly 
maintained  during  the  past  year  and  are  in  good  condition.  In 
addition  to  the  rehabilitation  of  the  kindergarten  room,  we 
have  painted  two  classrooms  and  have  installed  bulletin  board 
panels  in  all  rooms  for  the  display  of  individual  work  and  other 
material. 

BUDGET:  A  budget  for  the  year  1945  has  been  submitted  to 
the  Finance  Committee  in  the  amount  of  $50,496.04  as  against 
an  actual  expense  of  $47,178.06  for  the  year  1944.  The  budget 
for  that  same  year  was  $48,485.80. 

In  this  budget,  we  have  proposed  money  for  increased 
salaries  which  include  a  change  in  the  maximum  for  teachers 
from  $1,700  per  year  to  $1,900  per  year.  We  feel  very  defi- 
nitely that  these  proposals  are  warranted  in  accordance  with 
present  day  conditions.  We  are  also  asking  for  provision  for 
the  engaging  of  a  music  teacher  on  the  basis  of  two  days  per 
week  instead  of  one  day  as  now  exists. 

Our  maintenance  program  calls  for  the  painting  of  four 
classrooms,  the  painting  of  the  trim  at  the  South  School  and 
the  building  of  a  partition  in  one  of  the  basement  rooms  to 
provide  headquarters  for  the  School  Nurse. 

You  will  note  that  there  is  an  increase  in  transportation 
costs  from  an  actual  $8,715.44  to  $10,022.04.  This  is  due  to  an 
increase  in  contractual  costs  not  only  in  the  operation  of  the 
busses  but  in  the  transportation  of  those  children  attending 
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high  schools  other  than  Concord.  The  amount  expended  for 
high  school  transportation  returns  to  the  Town  by  way  of 
reimbursement  by  the  State. 

During  the  past  year,  we  have  been  most  anxious  to  improve 
continually  our  schools  and  we  feel  we  have  progressed.  There 
is  always  room  for  improvement  and  we  will  strive  to  main- 
tain a  school  system  of  which  the  people  in  the  town  may  be 
proud.  The  interest  shown  on  the  part  of  the  parents  particu- 
larly has  been  most  encouraging  and  we  welcome  their  co- 
operation. 

The  Committee  wishes  to  thank  Mr.  Larrabee,  Mr.  Dows 
and  the  entire  teaching  staff  for  their  splendid  endeavors  and 
the  results  accomplished.

REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

Lincoln  School  Committee: 
Lincoln ,  Massachusetts . 

I  herewith  submit  my  second  annual  report  as  Superinten- 
dent of  Schools  in  Lincoln. 

The  joint  School  Committee  of  Lincoln  and  Concord  met  on 
April  12,  1944  as  provided  by  law.  The  Committee  for  the 
Massachusetts  Superintendency  Union  No.  70,  for  the  year 
beginning  in  April,  1944,  is  composed  of  Mr.  Harold  Tompkins, 
Chairman;  Mr.  William  N.  Page,  Secretary,  Mrs.  Charles  V. 
Briggs;  Mrs.  Winslow  J.  Damon;  Mr.  Joseph  F.  King;  and 
Rev.  Rollin  J.  Fairbanks. 

The  following  teachers  terminated  their  services  with  the 
Lincoln  School  Department  during  the  past  year:  Mrs.  Bar- 
bara R.  Ennis  (assistant  Grade  One),  Miss  Pauline  Hempel 
(Grade  Four),  and  Miss  Maxine  Swett  (Grade  Eight).  Prin- 
cipal Clark  L.  Dexter  was  granted  a  military  leave  of  absence 
beginning  in  September.  Principal  Dexter  received  a  Com- 
mission in  the  United  States  Naval  Reserve. 

Mr.  Arthur  J.  Dows  was  appointed  Principal  to  succeed  Mr. 
Dexter.  Miss  Madeline  Tobin  was  transferred  from  Grade 
Five  to  the  Junior  High  School.  Mrs.  Eleanor  L.  Harris  was 
appointed  substitute  in  the  fifth  grade  position.  Miss  Helen 
T.  Houston  was  elected  to  the  fourth  grade  position.  Miss 
Elizabeth  M.  Tibbetts  was  appointed  Grade  One  assistant. 
Miss  Dorothy  L.  Austin  was  elected  teacher  of  the  Kinder- 
garten. Mrs.  Josephine  R.  Gleason  was  appointed  Supervisor 
of  Music. 

Although  in  each  case  of  a  teacher  resignation  we  lost  a 
strong  teacher,  the  replacements  have  been  equally  competent. 

The  outstanding  advance  of  the  year  was  the  establishment 
of  a  Kindergarten.  The  new  quarters  provided  at  the  Center 
School  have  proved  to  be  attractive  and  satisfactory.  The 
registration  of  twenty-five  children  justified  the  expenditure. 
The  entrance  age  was  established  at  five  years  of  age  by 
January  1,  following  the  September  entrance.   This  program 
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will  aid  in  preparing  the  children  more  acceptably  for  entrance 
into  the  first  grade.  The  entrance  age  for  the  first  grade  is  six 
years  of  age  by  January  1,  following  September  entrance. 

The  second  year  with  an  Art  Supervisor  has  served  to 
indicate  that  the  time  and  money  now  spent  in  this  field  are 
more  than  justified.  Worthwhile  results  are  evident  in  the 
work  of  every  grade. 

The  program  of  Music  was  improved  by  employing  a  special 
Supervisor  to  teach  and  supervise  the  classroom  music.  This 
program,  begun  two  years  ago,  is  now  well  under  way.  The 
Supervisor  is  now  employed  for  one  day  each  week.  A  pro- 
gram calling  for  employment  of  a  Supervisor  for  two  days  each 
week  is  justified,  and  would  better  meet  our  needs. 

The  employment  of  Dr.  Anna  C.  Wellington,  as  a  special 
examiner  and  testing  specialist,  has  given  to  us  the  beginning 
of  an  excellent  program,  for  competent  evaluation  of  the 
children's  abilities,  and  a  scientific  approach  to  understanding 
their  individual  needs  and  capacities.  This  program  tests  all 
the  Kindergarten  and  Grade  One  children  and  tests  special 
cases  in  the  upper  grades. 

The  establishment  of  the  Kindergarten  allowed  us  to 
employ  a  full  time  teacher  who  conducts  the  Kindergarten  in 
the  morning,  and  who  conducts  a  remedial  program  in  the 
afternoon  in  the  lower  grades.  This  remedial  program  is  par- 
ticularly helpful  in  giving  special  assistance  to  children  who 
are  backward  in  Reading. 

General  supplies,  books  and  visual  aids  have  been  adequate, 
so  that  the  teachers  have  had  the  necessary  tools  to  carry  on 
their  work. 

An  increase  in  the  teachers'  salary  schedule  will  aid  in 
obtaining  and  holding  high  quality  teachers.  The  lack  of 
opportunities  for  teachers  to  live  in  Lincoln  is  a  handicap  in 
obtaining  teachers. 

The  greatest  need  is  an  improvement  in  the  physical  facili- 
ties. A  complete  school  program  cannot  be  offered  unless 
better  facilities  are  available  for  assembly,  gymnasium, 
physical  education,  clinic,  rest  rooms,  teachers'  rooms,  cafe- 
teria, nursery  school,  and  other  specialized  rooms. 
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Although  limited  facilities  exist  for  a  really  modern  school, 
the  faculty  is  doing  an  excellent  job.  Their  co-operation, 
untiring  effort,  and  excellent  morale  are  most  stimulating  to 
all  who  have  contact  with  the  schools  of  Lincoln. 

A  modern  approach  to  the  teaching  program  has  been 
advocated  by  the  Principal  and  has  been  followed,  to  a  large 
degree,  by  the  teachers.  The  following  points  are  often  cited 
in  educational  literature  as  characteristic  of  modern  instruc- 
tional practice: 

(1)  Learning  experiences  should  be  organized  in  large  units 
around  the  natural  interests,  needs,  and  purposes  of  the 
learner. 

(2)  Learning  experiences  should  be  as  nearly  like  real  life 
experiences  as  possible. 

(3)  Learning  experiences  should  be  numerous  and  very 
diverse. 

(4)  Learning  experiences  should  be  adjusted  to  individual 
differences  among  learners. 

(5)  Learning  experiences  should  stimulate  the  growth  of  the 
whole  child. 

(6)  Learning  experiences  should  produce  outcomes  in  terms 
of  controls  of  conduct,  namely  understanding,  attitudes,  and 
appreciations,  special  abilities,  and  skills. 

(7)  Learning  experiences  are  participated  in  by  the  teacher 
who  stimulates  and  grades  the  learning  experience  of  the 
children. 

The  School  Committee,  and  School  Department  employees 
have  been  most  co-operative.  Again  it  has  been  a  pleasure  to 
work  in  an  atmosphere  of  mutual  respect  and  co-operative 
effort,  designed  to  provide  what  is  best  for  the  children  of 
Lincoln.

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REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  NURSE 

To  the  School  Committee  of  Lincoln : 

A  report  of  school  nursing  for  the  year  ending  December  31, 
1944,  is  hereby  submitted. 

Schools  have  been  visited  daily.  There  have  been  289  office 
calls  for  treatment  or  advice;  37  pupils  have  been  taken  home 
from  school;  169  home  visits  have  been  made  to  check  on 
absent  pupils;  and  2  visits  with  pupils  were  made  to  hospital 
clinic. 

Dr.  Randolph  Piper,  of  Concord,  replaced  Dr.  Benjamin 
Wood  as  school  physician  in  September. 

I  assisted  Dr.  Piper  with  the  yearly  physical  examination 
of  each  pupil  and  notice  was  sent  to  parents  of  any  physical 
defect,  or  a  home  visit  was  made  to  talk  with  parent.  Other 
routine  check-up  was  carried  on,  and  each  pupil  was  weighed 
and  measured  three  times  during  the  year. 

The  children  entering  Kindergarten  attended  the  Well 
Child  Conference  98.08% ;  those  entering  first  grade  99%;  they 
were  weighed  and  measured;  given  vision  test;  physical 
examination,  and  if  necessary  inoculation  and  vaccination  by 
Dr.  John  A.  V.  Davies  of  Boston. 

Two  pupils  were  taken  to  Middlesex  Sanitorium  for  Von 
Pirquet  test  and  X-Ray. 

A  very  healthy  year  was  enjoyed  by  all.

One  member  of  the  Board  of  Cemetery  Commissioners  for 
three  years. 

One  member  of  the  Planning  Board  for  five  years. 


Article  2.  To  bring  in  their  votes  for  any  committees, 
commissioners,  trustees  and  other  officers,  required  by  law 
to  be  elected  by  ballot  or  otherwise.

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
Town  Treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen,  to 
borrow  money  from  time  to  time  in  anticipation  of  the  revenue 
of  the  financial  year  beginning  January  1,  1945,  and  to  issue 
a  note  or  notes  therefor,  payable  within  one  year,  and  to 
renew  any  note  or  notes  as  may  be  given  for  a  period  of  less 
than  one  year  in  accordance  with  Section  17,  Chapter  44, 
General  Laws.

Article  8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  accept  $12,000  as  a 
gift  from  Julian  DeCordova,  Esq.,  $10,000  of  the  above  sum 
to  be  turned  over  to  the  Trust  Fund  Commissioners  under 
the  following  conditions: 

This  sum  shall  be  invested  and  the  income  shall  accumulate 
and  be  invested  from  time  to  time.  Upon  and  after  my  de- 
cease the  Trust  Fund  Commissioners  shall  pay  over  such 
amount  from  the  Fund  out  of  income,  principal  or  both,  from 
time  to  time  as  the  Selectmen  in  their  sole  judgment  shall 
requisition  for  the  purpose  of  making  repairs  or  improvements 
to  and  for  maintaining  and  operating  the  property  heretofor 
conveyed  by  me  to  the  Town  (subject  to  a  life  interest  in 
myself)  for  use  of  the  Town  as  a  Museum  and  Park,  until  the 
fund  hereby  created  is  exhausted. 
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The  other  $2,000  to  be  paid  in  to  the  General  Funds  of  the 
Town.
